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SETBACK OVERSEAS 


wo things have highlighted construction since 1959. At home it has 

become the main motive force in the economy. Overseas its “exports” 
have been increasing faster than those of manufacturing industries. But now a 
five-year record of steady improvement abroad has suffered a setback. Output 
overseas in the year to last March rose to a record £135m. But orders slumped 
25 per cent. to £98m. Thus, while in March 1960 the 60 or so contractors 
operating overseas had a year’s work in hand, in March 1961 their order books 
had shrunk to less than nine month’s work. 


A warning about this situation was sounded last November. The chairman 
of the Export Group for the Constructional Industries referred to the instability 
and political uncertainty in parts of Africa and the Middle East which are 
such important markets for British contractors. Reference was also made to 
the lack of credit facilities, tied loans and growing competition. Without 
doubt all these factors have contributed to the fall in orders in the year to last 
March. And while credit facilities have been improved since then the cost of 
credit has been raised to almost prohibitive levels by the 7 per cent. bank rate. 


Overseas contracting is inherently a very risky business. In the past 
currency changes, natural disasters and human miscalculations have exacted 
their toll. Today the greatest hazard lies in the political arena. Some of those 
countries with the largest development programmes lack stable governments. 
Recent experiences in Iraq illustrates the dire consequences of political 
instability for contractors. And having got their fingers burned it is not 
surprising that contractors are reluctant to chance their arm again. 


Even more of the countries thirsting for developments lack finance. 
Sometimes the shortage of foreign currency is so acute that local resources 
have to be employed, slow and unmechanised though they may be. In other 
cases foreign contractors may be brought in, but only on the condition that they 
can offer credit. Britain’s credit facilities are still unattractive both as regards 
length of credit and cost compared with those that some of our competitors 
are able to offer. Thus British contractors are still being asked to battle for 
overseas work with one hand tied behind their backs in a situation where 
competition is increasing on all sides. 


The tied loan policy is a different problem. Both the great powers either 
side of the iron curtain are practising it doubtless in pursuit of their ideological 
battle to aid the underdeveloped countries. But Britain, although meagre with 
credit facilities, tends to adopt a more open-handed policy on those occasions 
when finance is made available. Kariba was a case in point. Much of the 
capital was British. But the loans were not tied. And the Italians won the 
major civil engineering contract. 


Such a policy must be puzzling to contractors, particularly those civil 
engineering firms for whom work abroad constitutes an important part of 
turnover and offers the best hope of expansion. For no one doubts the vast 
potential overseas and it is interesting that British consulting engineers are 
holding their own as far as survey and design work is concerned, But many 
of the breathtaking schemes of the future are located in the Middle East or 
India and Pakistan where the hopes for British contractors are not high. 


And yet the importance of British contractors obtaining their fair share of 
this future work should not be underestimated. The opportunities which 
overseas contracts create for further exports of heavy engineering goods is 
one reason. International prestige is another. 


Other nations including Italy, Germany and America are pursuing aggres- 
sive policies in support of their overseas contractors. The British Government 
offers little more than encouragement. Admittedly the balance of payments 
situation affects our ability to lend more abroad. However, if the Government 
really wants our contractors to reach out for overseas work it must make the 
necessary capital available and provide attractive credit facilities. The effect 
of internal bank rate changes may require special arrangements. 


Action is required urgently. Action to counter the energy and initiative of 
our competitors. For unless action is taken the fate of the construction industry 
overseas may be the same as that of the shipbuilding industry at home—not 
because of any internal failure, but through lack of imagination and courage 
on the part of the Government. 
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STEVENAGE BY-PASS MAKES RAPID PROGRESS 
AFTER WINTER HALT 


J}OLLOWING the enforced three- 
month cessation of work on the 
Stevenage by-pass last winter, due to 
exceptionally bad weather and site con- 
ditions, rapid progress is now being 
made by the contractors, and by the 
end of September the bulk of the con- 
crete pavement will have been laid and 
asphalt surfacing commenced. 

The 7}-mile long by-pass, which is being 
built throughout to motorway design 
standards, will run from the “Clock” 
junction at Welwyn on the A.1 route, 
where a large roundabout is now nearing 
completion, as far as Coreys Mill on the 
A.602 between Stevenage and Hitchin. 
From this latter point a spur road will 
connect with the A.l at Graveley, north 
of Stevenage, and will carry all by-pass 
traffic until such time as the by-pass to 
Baldock is constructed as a continuation 
from Coreys Mill. The two by-passes to- 
gether will form a motorway about 134 
miles long. 

Twin 24ft. carriageways will be provided 
with hard shoulders 10ft. wide and a 13ft. 
central reserve, except for a two-mile 
section where the central reserve, on which 
trees are being retained for anti-dazzle 
purposes, will be 28ft. wide. The maxi- 
mum gradient on the route will be 1 in 16, 
the maximum height of embankment will 
be 35ft., and the deepest cutting will reach 
25ft. Slopes of cuttings and embankments 
will vary from 1 in 4 to 2, and will be 
covered with 6in. of topsoil. 


Carriageway Construction 


Construction of the carriageway will 
consist of a 6in. sub-base of crushed con- 
crete or granular material beneath a 10in. 
base of lean mix concrete. Hot rolled 
asphalt, 24in. thick, will comprise the base 
course, and the wearing course will be 
l4in. of hot rolled asphalt. (30 per cent. 
stone with pre-coated granite chippings 
rolled in.) 

A wide variety of ground conditions had 
to be dealt with during construction, as

the by-pass runs from the “Clock” junction 
on granular material which changes gradu- 
ally into clay at the north end, through 
some areas of chalk. On about 25 per cent. 
of the road, the granular material 
excavated on the site has been used as 
the sub-base material. Where clay condi- 


tions were encountered on those sections 
of the route which employ a crushed 





and a 6in. sub-base. These hard shoulders 
were constructed before the carriageway 
works, and were used as access routes for 
concrete lorries and haul roads generally, 


Plant Employed 


About Im. cu. yd. of earthmoving was 
necessary, of which the majority was car- 
ried out by Caterpillar DW21 scrapers and

concrete sub-base, a 6in. carpet of imported 
fine granular material under the crushed 
concrete prevented the latter from being 
pushed into the clay by construction traffic. 

Hard shoulder construction consists of a 
2in. thickness of dense tar surfacing on a 
lean concrete base averaging llin. in depth

Caterpillar D9 tractors with scrapers. 
Hard shoulders and minor road construc- 
tion was by Blaw Knox P.F. 90 pavers 
and a variety of vibrating rollers, and 
International TD20 and TD18 machines 
are being used for central reserves and 
soiling works. General loading and soil 
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shifting along the motorway are being 
carried out by l0RB, 977 and 944 
Traxcavators, 

Other plant includes a number of Cater- 
pillar D8 and D7 units, which were em- 
ployed for grading and embankment con- 
struction, and Caterpillar Traxcavators. 
All the machines are owned by the con- 
tractor. 

The lean concrete base was laid, in two 
layers, by an A.B.G. concreting train, con- 
sisting of a spreader and finisher, and pro- 
gress of over 800ft. a day was achieved. 
As the train runs on rails laid on the 12in. 
by 6in. precast concrete channel blocks 
which form the haunches, the progress of 
the train depended greatly on the speed 
at which these marginal blocks could be 
jaid. Additional compaction for this con- 
crete base was given by a tandem roller 
working on the first layer and following 
the compactor. 

Open type French drains have not been 
employed on the scheme, drainage being 
effected by gulleys behind the hard 
shoulders and in the central reserve which 
are connected to subsoil drains. 

Steps have been taken ito drain the sur- 
face of the sub-base and base at all stages 
of construction. Purpose - made precast 
concrete blocks have been placed at 
intervals beneath the marginal strip, allow- 
ing surface water to enter drains laid 
laterally beneath the hard shoulder and 
flow into the longitudinal drains. These 
arrangements will later deal with any water 
percolating through the low stone content 
asphalt surfacing. Sub-soil drains were 
generally excavated by Cleveland and 
Barber-Greene trenching machines. 

On curves where one carriageway slopes 
towards the middle, a precast channel has 
been laid 3ft. from the marginal strip, with 
the space between formed of hard shoulder 
construction. 


Bridge and kerb concrete has been sup- 
plied ready-mixed from a plant specially 
erected in the vicinity. There are three 
batching plants operating along the by-pass, 
comprising two Blaw Knox AP 100 lyd. 
batchers and one 2yd. plant, giving a 
theoretical capacity of about 2,000 cu. yd. 
per day. The concrete is ttransported to 
the A.B.G. train by a team of side-tipping 
lorries running on the hard shoulders. 


Bridges 


Of the 19 bridges on the motorway, six 
are overbridges, seven are underbridges 
and six are pedestrian or cyclist subways. 
The overbridges are all four-span con- 
tinuous reinforced concrete slabs supported 
on pierced trestles and bank seats or buried 
skeleton abutments. To allow for move- 
ment, all square bridges have hinges at top 
and bottom of piers, consisting of rocker 
bearings at the top, and a constructional 
hinge at the bottom. These continuous 
slab bridges have bush-hammered beams 
and abutments. 

A variety of designs have been used for 
the underbridges, and a feature of these 
is the structure carrying the motorway 
over the main King’s Cross-Edinburgh 
railway line. This bridge is a three-span 
skew structure of composite construction, 
employing Universal Beams acting with a 
reinforced concrete slab, shear connection 
being provided by Nelson studs. The 20 
Main span beams are of 36in. by 16tin. 
by 260lb. section, the weight of the 
heaviest, with its precast concrete casing, 
being about 35 tons. 

Limited occupation dates were offered 
by British Railways for the construction 
of this bridge, and had work fallen behind 
schedule, another occupation date would 
not have been available until 1962. Pre- 
fabrication techniques enabled the bridge 
to be erected with a minimum of delay, 
using a steam-driven railway crane. The 
beams were assembled on railway flats at 
Stevenage and taken down the line to the 
bridge site where they were hoisted by the 
crane. 

Other features among these bridges 
occur at the Langley Mill sidings, where 
two superelevated and curved four-span

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EDINBURGH HEADQUARTERS FOR N.C.B. 
SCOTTISH DIVISION

HE Scottish Division of the National 
Coal Board have now moved into 
their new headquarters at Lauriston 
Place, Tollcross, Edinburgh where, for 
the first time since the formation of the 
Board, the headquarters staff now oper- 
ate in one building. Since vesting date, 
the Board have occupied a number of 
large buildings in the West End of the 
city. An assurance was given the town 
council that these scattered units would 
ultimately be concentrated in one 
modern building and the Lauriston Place 
project fulfils that undertaking. 
The eight-storey modern block is an 


taken to the full permitted height. The 
remaining frontages have been restricted to 
half this height by daylighting regulations. 


Strictly Functional Approach 


The basic plan of construction involves 
functional naturally lit storeys, surround- 
ing a central hollow square courtyard.

Progress 


Work commenced on the by-pass in 
June, 1960, and good progress was main- 
tained on earthworks and preliminary 
work. The exceptionally wet summer of 
that year, however, gradually made site 
conditions impossible, and in December 
operations ceased until. the end. of 
February of this year. With the recom- 


balance the dominating concrete uprights.

The internal lay- 
out involves a central corridor on each 
floor serving offices on either hand, linked 
by lifts and stairways. 

The functional approach is equally strong 
in the internal arrangement of individual 
offices.

mencement in March, a vast amount of 
remedial work to drainage and opening 
up of saturated material to dry was neces- 
sary, and these preparations took up the 
greater part of the month.

Following the cessation of work a six- 
month extension was granted to the con- 
tractors, but at the present rate of progress 
it is hoped that the scheme will be com- 
pleted well within this extension period, 
possibly by the spring of 1962. By the 
end of September, the majority of the 
bridges are expected to be finished, when 
the task of completing the existing gaps 
around the bridges can be undertaken.

DIRECT LABOUR MOTION 
REJECTED

Cumbersome 


The Committee decided that the system 
would become cumbersome and slow up 
minor repairs at present done by local 
tradesmen. It was also stated that recruit- 
ment of skilled staff would be very difficult. 


Asphalt surfacing of the  carriageways 
should be ended by the beginning of 1962.

(NE of the first large-scale housing 

developments to be undertaken in 
this country on the basis of a direct 
contract between the local authority 
and the manufacturer of the precast 
concrete units is now under way at 
Barking, Essex. 

It differs from the normal contract in- 
volving precast concrete construction in 
that the manufacturer, in this case Con- 
crete, Ltd., was called in at the very earliest 
stage and co-operated fully on the design 
of the buildings with the borough archi- 
tect, Mr. Mathew Maybury, A.R.I.B.A. A 
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Placing an end-wall unit on the 16-storey block 


contract was then negotiated for the supply 
and erection of the structural units. 

The general contractor’s work was put 
out to tender in the usual way, but the 
successful company, Hawker Smith, Ltd., 
did not move on to the site until the build- 
ing shells were well under way. 

This system has resulted in a fast rate 
of construction, already a month ahead of 
schedule, the avoidance of site losses from 
bad weather and a simple method of erec- 
tion. The early co-operation has also 
achieved considerable construction econo- 
mies. 

The site concerned is at “The Lintons,”

an area of 84 acres divided by a railway 
line. Development thus falls into two 
parts, the first comprising one 16-storey 
block and three seven-storey blocks, two 
of which adjoin to form an L-shaped plan 
view. The second part will comprise three 
seven-storey blocks, and the accommoda- 
tion will eventually total 384 units consist- 
ing of flats and maisonnettes. 

Barking Borough Architect’s Department 
have, during the last few years, undertaken 
a detailed investigation into the use of 
precast concrete in the construction of 
multi-storey flats. Their Thames View 
Estate, with over 2,000 dwellings, shops 
and public buildings, completed in 1960, 
was their first undertaking of this kind 
and proved highly successful. 

The methods used on the Thames View 
Estate, have influenced “The Lintons” 
development, but whereas precast factory- 
made frames and floors formed an essential 
part of the first project, in “The Lintons” 
a considerable advance has been achieved 
through the employment throughout of 
load-bearing cross-wall construction, large 
Bison floor slabs and many other precast 
components. 

The savings made on construction have 
allowed a high standard of internal finishes 
and equipment to be used, while the basic 
price of the dwellings has been kept within 
that laid down by the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government for the building of 
flats. Double glazing has been installed in 
all living rooms and bedrooms, all floors 
have been soundproofed, walls provided 
with thermal insulation, bathrooms tiled 
throughout and all corridors laid with 
vinyl tiles. 

Three-Floor Module 


Foundations for the various blocks were 
completed before Concrete, Ltd., came on 
to the site. They were carried out under 
a separate contract with W. and C. French, 
Ltd., piles being used for the 16-storey 
block and strip foundations for the seven- 
storey blocks. 

The structural method used throughout 
all blocks is based on precast concrete load- 
bearing cross-walls and floor slabs, with 
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longitudinal precast panels on the front 
and back elevations acting as structural 
members. Panels on the flank walls are 
likewise structural and load-bearing. The 
architects’ design allows for the ends of 
the cross-wall units ‘to be expressed as 
columns, which are thus decorative only 
and not structural. 

The design consists of a_ three-floor 
module. The ground floor in each block 
is used for storage, garaging and services 
and forms a platform 
for the rest of the 
building. Above the 
ground floor, floors 
are designed in 
groups of three. The 
seven-storey blocks 
have two units of the 
three - floor module 
above ground floor, 
and the _  16-storey 
block has five. The 
module is thus re- 
peated throughout 
the development. 


The standard three- 
floor modular unit 
provides for access on 
the middle floor. 
The lower floor is a 
two-bedroom flat and 
the middle and upper 
floors make up a 
three - bedroom mai- 
sonnette with bed- 
rooms on the upper 
floor. All dwelling 
units run the full 
depth of each build- 
ing, from front to 
back and are sepa- 
rated from the ad- 
joining units by the 
load - bearing party 


walls. Floors are of 

hollow precast con- 

crete slabs through- 

out, except those 

between the upper and lower floors of 

the maisonnettes, which are of timber. 
This module thus permits extensive 

standardisation, which is also continued 


within the three-floor unit, as sections on 
one side of the central staircase are 
identical with those on the other, except 
that they are reversed. 

All services, including electricity and 
gas, water supply, waste and soil pipes and 
roof drainage, are contained within a 
single duct through each vertical arrange- 
ment of dwellings. 

The flank walls are assembled from load- 
bearing precast concrete panels. Red and 
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buff quarry facing tiles were cast in with 
the panels in one operation. The panels 
measure 8ft. 7hin. high by 5ft. 5in. wide; 
those at either end are 3ft. wide. 

A mosaic decoration was also applied 
during manufacture, in one casting opera- 
tion, to the edge beams and mullions. This 


idea was evolved in conjunction with the 
Abbey Tile Co., Ltd., Barking, who sug- 
gested the method of casting the mosaic

into the concrete. from being

decorative, both tiles and mosaic provide 
a finish that needs the minimum of main- 
tenance other than periodic washing down. 

Soundproofing of the floors has been 
effected by glass fibre quilt between the 
concrete and the screed, and all party walls 
have been thermally insulated throughout 
with glass fibre mat between the concrete 
and the breeze lining. 

The centre section of the 16-storey block 
straddles a roadway and in order to provide 
clearance for vehicles the platform function 
of the ground floor has been interrupted. 
The upper floors are therefore supported 
on eight V-shaped double columns tied

Reinforced concrete grilles which semi- 
enclose the staircases are visual rather than 
structural features. They were cast in 
sections and hoisted into position in a 
similar way to the structural units. On 
the high block this hoisting was done by 
Jules Weitz tower cranes, one fixed and 
one travelling, while on the smaller blocks 
most of the placing is done by Scotch 
derrick. All the precast units are trans- 
ported to the site by low loader from the 
factories of Concrete, Ltd., at Hounslow 
and Purfleet. 

Henry Hope and Sons, Ltd., were 
nominated as sub-contractors for the 
supply of all the double glazing and the 
fitting of metal windows. 


MORE DUAL CARRIAGEWAY 
ON THE A.I 


Two more miles of dual carriageway on 
the Great North Road (A.1) will be com- 
pleted and opened to traffic this month. 

This section, which has been built at 
a cost of £195,000, lies between Ellington 
Brook and the Alconbury By-pass in Hunt- 
ingdonshire. The new highway has been 
built at a higher level than the old to avoid 
the risk of flooding from the Alconbury 
Brook. 

The work has been carried out by 
A. Monk and Co., Ltd., under the super- 
vision of Huntingdonshire County Council 
(county surveyor—Mr. R. E. C. Dorling, 
B.Sc., A.M.I.C.E., A.M.I.Mun.E.). 

When it is opened to traffic, there will 
be more than 131 miles of dual carriageway 
in use on the Great North Road between 
London and Newcastle upon Tyne. 


STAFF SHORTAGE HITS 
KIRKCALDY HOUSING 


Because of the shortage of technical 
staff, house-building in Kirkcaldy will be 
held up this year, states the burgh engi- 
neer, Mr. Robert Meldrum, in his annual 
report. 

He says the delaying effect of the con- 
tinuous shortage of staff will become 
apparent during the year when there will 
be several weeks when no houses will come 
off the production line. “This may under- 
line what has been said before, that 
technical staff vacancies should not be left 
unfilled over a long period,” he adds. 

While improvements in salary scales 
have reduced last year’s three vacancies 
to two, situations offered at £1,300 per 
annum are not producing any response. 

Mr. Meldrum suggests that some con- 
trol of the amount of building work under- 
taken throughout the county might help 
the situation. 


UNSTABLE SITE PROBLEM 


Particularly unstable ground conditions 
posed special problems in Middlesbrough, 
where a liquid oxygen plant is under con- 
struction. 

The site consists of extremely loose ash 
and sand, some 15ft. deep, with firm marl 
below. Instead of relying on a reinforced 
concrete raft or on piles, the loose soil is 
being compacted to 80 per cent. relative 
density by the speedy and economical 
vibroflotation process. The whole opera- 
tion will take less than one week. 

After compaction—being carried out by 
The Cementation Co., Ltd.—the load- 
bearing capacity will be three tons per 
square foot. Apart from supporting the 
column bases of the plant’s actual struc- 
ture, the foundations will take the direct 
weight and vibration of heavy compressors, 
motors and generators.

“WE have built over 3,500,000 new 
buildings since the war but few 
significantly new ideas have emerged,” 
stated Mr. Eric Lyons, O.B.E., 
F.R.I.B.A., when he addressed the Town 
and Country Planning Summer School 
on “Urban Housing” at Reading 
University last week. 


“I am not only thinking of architectural 
design (which might even be a matter of 
taste), but the perpetuation of old concepts 
of unit planning and layout planning, also 
of construction and assembly techniques,” 
he said. “The few cases that may come 
to mind which appear to contradict this 
view are the well-known few and even they 
generally break new ground only in one 
or two aspects. 

“When I look at the whole sad picture 
I am convinced that our housing design 
is not representative of our architectural 
or technological resources. Most housing 
design is outside the stream of modern 
architectural thought.” 

Mr. Lyons said that it was easy to criti- 
cise the competence of a profession, but 
there were many reasons for the failure 
of our housing. He continued: 

All house design is bedevilled by pre- 
judices and snobberies and atavistic in- 
fluences. People live in houses and it 
seems that the longer they live in them, 
the more convinced they are about what 
shape they should be; in fact, few people 
learn anything much after a lifetime of 
living in a house except, perhaps, how to 
adapt themselves to an outmoded and 
basically inconvenient rigid arrangement 
of rooms, spaces, equipment and so on. 


Other Obstacles 


There are other obstacles to progress in 
domestic architecture. These are the 
Building Societies (lay-experts), who are 
mostly stubborn opponents of modern 
architecture or any design idiom that is 
outside the grand old traditional style of 
pre-war spec-building. 

We have building by-laws based on 19th 
century health myths, sternly administered 
for the public good and, it seems to me 
sometimes, administered with a most en- 
thusiastic sternness when the aesthetics of 
a design are unfamiliar to the building 
inspector (a housing lay-expert). And, 
dare I add, we have the Planning Acts, 
which have failed to stop the appalling 
proliferation of spec-builders’ horrors, but 
still manage to frustrate or damage a lot 
of good design that does not conform to 
a committee’s taste, or a municipal engi- 
neer’s taste or a planning officer’s taste 
(or any combination of these). It is not 
surprising that our best architects do not 
give their best on housing, or that they 
do their best to escape and seek fulfilment 
in other fields of design, where they may 
be allowed to make more significant con- 
tributions. 

Compare our post-war achievements in 
school design with those of housing. On 
the one hand, new thinking by educa- 
tionists and architects has produced a 
generally high level of architecture and 
some of the most adventurous and success- 
ful buildings in the country, while housing, 
with a few notable and much photographed 
exceptions, has dragged along at a safe 
Pedestrian level—not that safe and 
pedestrian are synonymous nowadays, par- 
ticularly on housing estates where the 
Pedestrian has generally the least con- 
sideration. 

_ Housing is most of a town; no house 
is an island. The Englishman’s home is 
his castle (a legal freedom) but his house 
Must be regarded as part of the town, of 
the group, of the community. We need 
Srouped housing not only for the sense of 
community that is imparted; and for the 
economic and sensible use of land and 
good town planning; but also to enable

the use of modern building techniques by 
repetitive design. 

Our lay-experts have got to be persuaded 
that repetition need not conjure up visions 
of dreary endless rows of dullness 
(although I would exchange some dullness 
for most of our spec-builders’ opportunist 
contemporary-styled gimmicks) but let 
them look at the Georgian squares and 
streets of London with their repetitive 
urbanity. Visual diversity should be sought 
not by colour variation on walls (and 
roofs!) but by varying spatial relationships 
and the changing scale of squares and 
courts and similar arrangements. Indeed 
this is where there is need for the most 
serious study and experiment because this 
aspect is more important to the creation 
of humane environment than is the detailed 
external design of buildings. 

What we should be seeking to produce 
is a vital 20th century domestic landscape 
which would express our competence to 
solve the problems of the motor-car versus 
the pedestrian, children’s play spaces, and 
effective recreation spaces and so on. A 
move away from mere street-side layouts 
could create a sympathetic environment 
which would satisfy more needs and re- 
place the tawdry semi-detached image. The 
theme must always be compact and related 
buildings for urban scale not low-density 
sprawl. We must discard the concept 
that low-density equals high amenity and 
we must freely experiment to discover new 
patterns of residential amenity, in urban 
terms. 

None of this will, however, involve the 
public if we do not at the same time bring 
the unit planning closer to the realities of 
modern living. Most of our houses, flats 
(and maisonnettes) are out of date and 
their planning can only be called habitual; 
we use house plans that have grown from 
vague habits and customs and instead of 
producing room arrangements that are 
flexible and impressionable for the varieties 
of use that are required, we continue to 
produce arrangements that are rigidly in- 
convenient to our changing ways of living. 

Not that people’s needs are easily dis- 
covered; there is no market-research in 
this field (and I wouldn’t trust it, if there 
were) but here again we need to experi- 
ment continuously and in the process we 
can create considerable diversity of accom- 
modation within standardised (repetitive) 
methods. Such small experiments that I 
have carried out in my own work have 
convinced me about the differences be- 
tween people’s prejudices and their needs. 
Pandering to prejudices may be easier but 
the satisfaction of needs is the only way 
we can involve the users of our buildings. 


Space Standards 


At the same time we must raise space 
standards and the standard of equipment 
and finishes to give greater convenience 
and comfort. Most local authority housing 
has hit bottom in this respect and repre- 
sents’ an irreducible minimum. For 
example, the introduction of devilish 
foreign ideas like heating (instead of ye 
english fireplace) means greater comfort 
but it is also a valuable release for the 
designer who can create greater con- 
venience in room arrangement. 

The heating (even background) of the 
whole dwelling can create flexibility and 
variety of use for the various rooms so 
that similar dwellings may be used in 
different ways by differently composed 
households. And in terms of tight urban 
building patterns with varying building 
heights in close proximity the elimination 
of belching flues is obviously necessary. 

I believe that it is possible by mass- 
production repetitive methods to reduce 
the cost of building and put back into the 
building better value by better equipment 
but it seems unlikely that high enough 
standards will be attainable this way. We 
need simply to spend more money on 
housing. The attitude of meanness and 
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ruthless economy that dominates housing 
promotion is unfortunate; it can frustrate 
the skills of the architect, and mean, mini- 
mum dwellings with poor finish and equip- 
ment can inspire no love in the hearts of 
the users. 

Nowhere does this meanness and false 
economy show itself more than in the 
handling of external spaces. I come back 
to the problem of layout because not only 
is it the most important aspect of housing 
environment, but it is the one that seems 
most neglected. I believe it is a basic 
necessity that buildings and space are 
integrated so that the various elements 
should combine to form a whole. It is not 
good enough to hand over the odd spaces 
to a landscape architect so that they may 
be decorated. Landscape design should 
adorn and express the use of the space 
about buildings. Particularly in urban 
scale, it is the placing and relationship 
of the buildings that matters, so that spaces 
are significant and accesses convenient and 
so on; the soft furnishings of nature should 
not be used to obscure spatial relationships 
but to define and enhance them, which 
means that the spaces must be right to 
start with. In fact the whole complex 
of buildings and spaces must be conceived 
and designed as one “building landscape.” 


Urban Layout 


Applying this principle to the layout of 
urban houses the small size and _ pro- 
pinquity of the buildings may mean that 
front gardens cannot be left to chance and 
the energy or skill of the individual house- 
holder; either the fronts must be walled 
off to form small paved courts, or the 
buildings planned so as to allow public 
access to come close without loss of 
privacy. If back gardens are kept small 
(say 500 sq. ft.) it is possible with two- 
storey houses at density of about 50 
persons p.a. to create significant common 
garden areas and garages for all. Such 
densities can be greatly increased if com- 
mon garden areas are not included, or by 
using three-storey houses. But for densities 
of over say 80 persons p.a. flats are in- 
evitable. 

I do not want to appear reluctant about 
the use of flats; their use in urban housing 
must be implicit. Not only do they allow 
a more intensive use of land, but they can 
create visual diversity by ‘the variable 
heights and shapes of building that are 
possible. Much opposition to flats stems 
from unhappy experience in unsatisfactory 
flats or converted buildings. But socially 
flats are desirable for the diversity of 
accommodation they can provide. 

I would make a special plea for high 
density low-height flat development. 
Three- and four-storey walk-up flats can 
achieve densities of 80-100 persons per 
acre. Above four storeys it is customary 
to use framed structures and of course lifts 
are necessary; we have logically pushed up 
the heights of the buildings to offset the 
increased structural and installation costs, 
but the baffling fact is that the greater the 
height the greater the cost (per unit). 

High buildings are necessary for really 
high densities Sut the whole subiect of 
high buildings is a prickly one. They are 
becoming increasingly common because 
they can serve practical ends, but there is 
a danger of building high merely out of 
fashion. Apart from the social and eco- 
nomic aspects the actual shape and archi- 
tectural quality of a high block can be 
more important in the town scene than 
that of a low block: a high bad building 
can be more of a distaster than a low one. 
I think that more work should be done 
on the use of medium-height blocks of say 
up to six storeys; with compact planning 
I believe it may be possible to achieve 
fairly high densities at reasonable cost. I 
know that such heights are unfashionable, 
but I am working in that direction in my 
old-fashioned way.

Notebook... 


ANY of my friends are becoming in- 
creasingly mystified at the reluctance 

of so many house-building firms to register 
the houses they build under the scheme 


run by the National House - Builders 
Registration Council. I am_ equally 
mystified. 


By now, I imagine, the reasons they give 
or the excuses they use have become a 
little threadbare. They certainly appear 
to be so in the mind of Mr. Henry Brooke, 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. The other day he urged house pur- 
chasers not to be diverted from safeguard- 
ing themselves and to insist that the house 
they buy carried the certificate of the 
Council. As he pointed out, it is a certi- 
ficate of sound construction, which is what 
the house purchaser wants. As he is 
making what may well be the biggest 
financial transaction in his life, he wants 
to be sure that he is not going to be let 
down. 


Mr. Brooke obviously does not think 
much of those firms not registering their 
houses under he scheme. He said: “I am 
well aware that there are good houses being 
built which do not carry this certificate, 
but how is the purchaser of them to know 
that they are good? If, of course, he is 
well enough off to employ his own archi- 
tect then he does not need this protecttion 
by ways of a certificate. But most people 
do not employ an architect, and just want 
some simple certificate test for distinguish- 
ing the sound from the shoddy.” 


Like my friends who are seeking a house 
to purchase, I hope that builders who are 
putting up good, sound houses but are 
still outside the scheme see the significance 
of the Minister’s comments and lose no 
time in registering their houses with the 
N.H.B.R.C. They may be building better 
houses, they may be convinced that they 
can sell their houses without registering 
them but this will not continue for very 
much longer. They may well find their 
waiting lists of prospective customers 
fading overnight now that the N.H.B.R.C. 
is getting under way with an all-out 
publicity campaign. House purchasers will 
be insisting, as the Minister has advised 
them to do, on their house being registered. 
The publicity drive will further encourage 
them. And no amount of talking and 
reassurance on the part of house-builders 
outside the scheme is likely to make them 
change their minds. 


Getting More Land 


OR some time past the house-builders 
and estate developers have been 
battling with economists, farmers and 
planners in order to get more land for 
house-building. We all know that build- 
ing makes demands on the available land 
but most of those who have complained 
about the loss of agricultural acres have 
used some highly misleading figures in 
order to strengthen their arguments against 
the activities of the house - building 
industry. 
However, the balance has been redressed 
a little by Mr. Colin Clark, the director of 
the Agricultural Economics Research Insti- 
tute at Oxford University. He quotes Dr. 
G. P. Wibberley, of Wye College, who says 
that the rate of loss of land to farming in 
England and Wales has averaged 39,000 
acres a year. But Mr. Clark points out 
that of this loss, some 7,000 acres annually 
are for sports grounds (for every new 
school in surburban or rural areas the 
Ministry of Education requires some 16 
acres to be reserved for this purpose). 
Roads and other access areas also take 
their toll before land for housing takes its 
share of the 39,000 acres .a year. From 


this he calculates that those who complain 
that within a few years we shall have used 
a large fraction of our agricultural land 
are very wide of the mark. He reckons 
that at the present rate it would take more 
than a thousand years. 


The interesting thing about this is that 
while the National Farmers’ Union collec- 
tively takes the view that its duty is to 
resist any proposals for new towns or new 
industrial areas, nearly all farmers who are 
approached are very willing to sell their 
land to anyone who wants a large area 
for building or industrial use. Indeed, as 
Mr. Clark mentions, while some of the 
N.F.U. officials are not in sympathy with 
the Union’s policy, it may be held that 
the policy is determined through resent- 
ment of any move which is likely to offer 
alternative employment at higher wages 
to labour in agricultural areas. 


It is, however, in the final paragraph of 
his recent Sunday Times article that Mr. 
Clark really puts the farmers in their place 
on this question of the rival claims of 
building and agriculture. “It is not as if 
we were working our agricultural land to 
the limit,” he says. “The Dutch, who have 
a soil and climate very similar to ours, 
get on the average three times as much 
produce from an acre of land as we do. 
We could afford to lose a great deal more 
land to building than we have done so far 
and still feed a much larger population, 
if we gave our minds to it.” 

I hope that the planners at the Ministry 
will take note of this. 


Incalculable Harm 


HILE there is growing evidence of the 
care which some building firms are 
taking to maintain their prestige and 
reputation with the public the stupidity 
and short-sightedness .of a few firms, if 
one can call them that, are doing a great 
deal more harm than their stake in the 
industry would seem to make possible. 
There is a growing tendency for final bills 
for work done to be grossly in excess of 
the estimate. This is more particularly 
noticeable when the work is concerned with 
small repairs. Sometimes, of course, the 
extra charges involved are legitimately 
assessed, but too often the reverse is the 
case. 


I know all about the difficulties of 
charging accurately for the precise time 
spent by men on jobs, and the time lost 
when he returns to the yard at half past 
three or four o’clock and it is too late to 
send him out again on productive work. 
On the other hand, an account was brought 
to my attention the other day in which 
there were extra charges for every single 
item, the final total being about 50 per 
cent. greater than the estimate. One was 
an extra charge for “connecting new w.c. 
pan to the lead soil pipe instead of to 
earthenware pipe as expected.” The exist- 
ing soil pipe certainly was lead, but it was 
there and the person who did the estimate 
should have seen it and allowed for it. 
As he did not, and it was his fault, the 
responsibility is his, or his firm’s, and the 
cost should be borne accordingly. The 
harm this sort of thing does to the in- 
dustry, repeated as it is thousands of times 
a day up and down the country, is in- 
calculable. 


When I spoke the other day to Mr. 
William Bryant, public relations and press 
officer at the N.F.B.T.E., he stated that the 
Federation hopes to eliminate much of 
this trouble through the publication shortly 
of standard forms and conditions of esti- 
mate for use by firms carrying out main- 
tenance and repair work. These forms 
have been prepared by a National Com- 
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mittee specially formed to deal with the 
problems of the smaller firms. He also 
stressed, however, that householders re- 
quiring repair works to be done should 
go to a reputable builder in the district 
and not seek, as so many people do, the 
services of odd-job men gimcrack firms 
because they think it is cheaper. This 
sounds like good advice to me. 


Selective Tendering 


SEE that the Ministry of Housing and 

Local Government has invited only six 
architectural firms to submit designs in 
competition for the new Choir School to 
be built on a site at the eastern end of 
St. Paul’s Cathedral. ; 

No doubt there will be many in the 
architectural profession who will have 
arguments against selecting firms of archi- 
tects in this way, but it cannot be denied 
that an enormous amount of abortive 
design time will be saved by the profession 
as a whole. Having adopted the principle 
of a selected list for architectural design, 
I cannot now for the life of me see why 
the Minister still declines to give his official 
blessing to the principle of selective tender- 
ing for building work, as recommended in 
the Simon Report and countless times 
since. Surely he and his colleagues at the 
Ministry must appreciate the enormous 
volume of work involved in estimating for 
local authority contracts, the greater part 
of which is a considerable “invisible” addi- 
tion to the cost of the nation’s building 
programme. 

If the Minister would encourage local 
authorities, particularly in respect of con- 
tracts for which he sanctions loans and in 
many cases pays subsidies, to change their 
practice of inviting tenders from all and 
sundry, he would be demonstrating his 
consistency in the matter of selectivity and, 
at the same time, be making a considerable 
contribution to keeping building costs 
down.

The other planning advantage of flat 
development is that the buildings can stand 
in public or common space; whereas with 
houses, the existence of rear gardens 
creates layout difficulties. In either case, 
small private gardens or none seem to 
satisfy an increasing number of people 
who are fonder of gardens than of garden- 
ing. I am fairly certain that this would 
apply to the majority of people, if they 
had the choice—I mean the choice of living 
in and enjoying the use of spacious, well- 
maintained, well - landscaped common 
gardens. 


Conclusion 


If what I said earlier about the need 
for group-housing is to be pursued, then 
it is obvious that it is only the local 
authorities and the spec-builders who can 
supply our needs; there are not many to 
do so yet. ; 

I have talked about the need for experi- 
ment in unit planning and site planning 
and the need for integrating buildings and 
spaces and the critical problem of main- 
tenance of spaces. I have suggested that 
density is not a direct guide to environ- 
ment and that anyhow it is fallacious to 
regard low-density as necessarily creating 
high amenity. 

The note on which I want to leave you 
is that which I mentioned first; the problem 
of urban renewal. The retreat from the 
city goes on and this means also the re- 
jection of urban values. The alternative 
to this retreat would be to make our cities 
work and to reclaim the bad lands, the 
twilight areas, and renew them. This 
could be our biggest housing opportunity 
and we must face up to the difficulties in 
renewing these areas with their multiplicity 
of small ownerships which militate against 
effective large-scale redevelopment. s 

The planning challenge of our time is 
urban renewal and this must not mean 
only renewing the city centres and making 
the roads work. We need to reinterpret 
the old values of urban life and above all 
we need new urban housing to make our 
towns worth living in again,

A more exact but more complex 
test for workability is the compacting factor 
test, which is used extensively in concrete 
laboratories for research and for mix 
design. Both tests are described in 
BS.1881, “Methods of testing concrete.” 

In the following review of the various 
factors that influence the workability of 
the mix and the strength of the resulting 
concrete, it will be noticed that many of 
them lend themselves to control while the 
work is in progress. 


Age and Curing Conditions 

Under normal conditions, the strength 
of concrete increases with age, the increase 
being greater for water storage than for 
air storage, as shown in Table 2. It is 
usual to refer to the strength of concrete 
at specific ages, 7 days and 28 days being 
most frequently used. Since the strength 
of concrete increases with storage tempera- 
ture, test specimens are stored in water 
maintained within a range of 58-66 deg. F., 
to ensure that the potential quality of the 
concrete in the work is assessed free from 
the effects of major variations of tempera- 
ture at the site (Clause 601 of CP.114). 


Compaction 

To attain its potential strength, concrete 
must be fully compacted; for example, an 
incompletely compacted concrete contain- 
ing 5 per cent. of air voids is about 30 per 
cent. weaker than when fully compacted. 
Mix design and quality control are based 
on the strength of fully compacted cubes 
and on the necessary assumption that the 
concrete in the construction, also, is fully 
compacted. 


Quality of the Cement 

Cements of British manufacture usually 
meet the minimum strength requirements 
of BS.12 without difficulty and they all 
tend to reach broadly the same strength 
at ages of six months or a year; at earlier 
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Mix Proportioning and Control 


ages, however, the variations in strength 
above the minimum are considerable, and 
this contributes to the overall variation in 
the strength of concrete at 28 days. For 
example, even under strictly controlled 
laboratory conditions, the cube strength 
at 28 days of water-stored concrete with 
mix proportions of 1:2:4 by weight made 
from 16 batches of cement over a two-year 
period was found to vary between 
4,000lb./in.2 and 6,300lb./in.2._ Generally 


when concrete mixes are being designed,

the strength of the cement to be used is 
not known; the values given in Table 2, 
however, may be regarded as typical for 
concretes of the compositions stated. 


Aggregate Properties 


The general properties required of 
coarse and fine aggregates from natural 
sources are specified in BS.882. Even 
within the prescribed limits, the variations 
among different aggregates are sufficient to 


affect the strength of concrete, and in some 
exceptional circumstances it may be neces- 
sary to take account of the inherent 
characteristics of particular types of rock; 
for example, when concrete of high 
strength (over 6,000lb./in.2) is required, a 
hard crushed aggregate is preferable to a 
flint gravel aggregate. 

Much more important, however, are the 
effects of the size, grading, surface 
characteristics and water absorption of the 
aggregates, since these variables all affect 
the workability of concrete and so, in- 
directly, its strength. For instance, in 
using aggregates of a larger maximum size 
or smoother and more rounded particles, 
less water is needed to produce a given 
workability and this in turn gives a 
stronger concrete. The grading of both 
the fine and the coarse aggregate is a 
major factor to be taken into account not 
only in mix design but also in control, 
since any change in the grading or other 
properties of the aggregate while the work 
is in progress will affect both workability 
and. strength. For further discussion of 
this aspect, see Digest 108 (first series). 


Mix Proportions 


The relative amounts of cement, aggre- 
gate and water in a concrete mix govern 
the workability of concrete and its eventual 
strength and durability. It is common 
practice to define the amounts in the form 
of two ratios, ie. the cement/aggregate 
ratio and the water/cement ratio, both 
relating to the proportions by weight of 
the materials in question.* 

For practical purposes, the water/cement 
ratio is the most important factor in- 
fluencing the strength of concrete and it 
is therefore the most useful starting point 
in designing a concrete mix for a given 
strength, as described in the next section. 
The series of curves in Fig. 1 is based on 
a large number of tests, on different mixes 
of concrete made with river sand and 
gravel and different Portland cements, at 
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*There is often discussion as to whether 
the weight of water for the purpose of 
calculating the water/cement ratio should 
include the weight of water absorbed by the 
aggregates. In this Digest the water/cement 
ratio relates to the total weight of water in 
the mix, including that of water absorbed by 
the aggregates.

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various water/cement ratios and tested at 
different ages. Each curve shows, for any 
concrete that gives a known strength 
(1,000, 2,000, 3,000, . . . , Ib./in.2) at a 
water/cement ratio of 0.60, what strength 
could be expected if the water/cement 
ratio were increased or decreased without 
altering the other conditions. Examples 
are shown on Fig. l. 

Typical strengths of 1:6 river gravel 
concrete at a water/cement ratio of 0.60 
are shown at various ages of test in Table 
2, for use in conjunction with Fig. 1. 

The relationship between water/cement 
ratio and strength indicated by the curves 
holds good over most of the normal range 
of gravel concrete mixes, although some 
deviation from the expected strength may 
occur between two mixes of widely differ- 
ing workability, or with mixes of very low 
water/cement ratio. With other aggre- 
gates, such as crushed rock, the strength 
at a given age and water/cement ratio 
may differ because of the different absorp- 
tion and other characteristics of the 
aggregate. 

For any given water/cement ratio (fixed 
according to the strength required), the 
workability of the mix will depend on the 
proportion of cement to aggregate. The 
richer the mix, the more workable it is; 
for example, at 0.5 water/cement ratio, a 
1:4 mix will be far more workable than a 
1:6 mix. 

For a different water/cement ratio, but 
the same workability, again the cement/ 
aggregate ratio must be varied; as the 
water/cement ratio is increased, more 
aggregate is required to maintain the work- 
ability constant, i.e. the mixes become 
leaner as illustrated in Table 1. Thus, for 
two mixes of the same workability, the 
richer mix will be the stronger, not simply 
because of its higher cement content but 
because it has a lower water/cement ratio. 
Conversely, for mixes of the same water/ 
cement ratio, the richer mix will be the 
more workable but (provided full compac- 
tion is possible) the strength will not vary 
greatly. Hence, with a fixed water/cement 
ratio, there is no advantage in using more 
cement than is needed to give the required 
workability. 

(At very low water/cement ratios the 
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leaner mixes, although considerably less 
workable, will be even stronger than the 
richer ones. With concrete normally used 
in construction this effect on strength need 
not be considered in mix design, but is 
important in the design of mixes for very 


high strength concrete using very low 
water/cement ratios.) 
Mix Design 
The minimum strength specified for 


concrete for any particular purpose will 
depend on ithe permissible stresses indi- 
cated by structural considerations. In 
designing a mix to meet the specification 
there are four questions to be decided: 
the average strength to be aimed at, the 
water/cement ratio, the cement/aggregate 
ratio, and the proportion of fine to coarse 
aggregate. 
Average Strength 

The importance of choosing an average 
strength sufficient to ensure that not more 
than, say, 1 in 100 test results will fall 
below the specified minimum strength was 
explained in Digest 13; it was also shown 
how this average varies according to the 
site control exercised. In designing a mix, 
therefore, the average strength must be 
chosen according to the level of control to 
be expected, or known from previous 
experience. In the absence of previous 
experience, the values given in Digest 13, 
Table 3, provide a guide to the average 
strength needed in different circumstances. 

The water/cement ratio required in 
order to obtain this average strength can 
be found by using Fig. 1 in conjunction 
with Table 2. Supposing, for example, 
that ordinary Portland cement is to be 
used and that the nature of the job calls 
for an average strength (water storage) 
of 4,000lb./in.2 at 28 days age; Table 2 
shows that if a water/cement ratio of 0.60 
were adopted, the concrete would give 
a 28 days strength of 5,000lb./in.2. From 
the “5,000” curve in Fig. ], it can then 
be found that the water/cement ratio 
corresponding to the requisite 4,000Ib./in.2 
is 0.69. 
_ It should be noted that, if the concrete 
is exposed to the weather, it may be 
necessary to adopt a lower water/cement 
ratio than that required for strength alone,

added water=120 - 40

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since the water/cement ratio has a major 
influence on durability. Table 3 gives the 
maximum values recommended for various 
degrees of exposure, for both thin sections 
and mass concrete. 

For concrete exposed to chemical attack, 
the special precautions mentioned in 
Digest 5 (second series) are necessary. 


Cement/Aggregate Ratio 


The proportion of cement to aggregate 
in the mix is chosen mainly with a view 
to obtaining the workability required for 
the job, having regard to the type and the 
maximum size of the aggregates available, 
Table 1 shows for three different types of 
aggregate of jin. maximum size how the 
mix proportions can be varied to suit the 
job according to the water/cement ratio 
selected and the workability required, 
Most natural sands and gravels fall into 
the “irregular” category, whilst the cate- 
gory “angular” includes quarried aggre- 
gates such as limestone, whinstone and 
granite aggregates. Rounded aggregates 
are rather uncommon. For a given work- 
ability these cement / aggregate ratios 
should be increased for jin. maximum 
size aggregate and reduced for l4in. maxi- 
mum size aggregate. For example, a 1:6 
mix with jin. aggregate would be changed 
to 1:5 and a 1:7 mixes for jin. and Liin, 
aggregates respectively. 


Fine/Coarse Aggregate Ratio 


Lastly, the proportion of fine to coarse 
aggregate is determined. This depends on 
the grading and on other properties of the 
aggregates and on the cement/aggregate 
ratio; leaner mixes generally require a 
higher proportion of fines to prevent 
harshness and the tendency to segregation. 
The classification of fine aggregates into 
the four grading zones in BS.882, “Con- 
crete aggregates from natural sources,” is 
of help; as the material used becomes finer 
i.e., in changing from a zone 1 material 
to a zone 4 material, so the proportion 
of fine aggregate in the mix should be 
reduced. For example, in a 1:6 mix using 
3in. maximum sized river gravel and sand, 
fine/coarse ratios of 1:14, 1:2, 1:3, and 
1:33 would be suitable for sands in grad- 
ing zones l, 2, 3 and 4 respectively. 

With the mix proportions determined 
as above in terms of water/cement ratio, 
cement/aggregate ratio and _fine/coarse 
ratio, batch weights can be calculated and 
trial mixes prepared. Because of the many 
variables involved among different aggre- 
gates and cements, the trial mixes may 
not meet precisely the requirements for 
strength and workability, but minor adjust- 
ments of the mix proportions are usually 
sufficient to give the required properties. 

The method outlined above is suggested 
as one rational approach to mix design, 
offering many advantages over the specifi- 
cation of nominal mixes with little or no 
thought of the materials to be used. 
Details of other methods will be found 
in published works on concrete. 


Quality Control on the Site 


The methods of quality control to be 
described introduce the precautions needed 
to ensure that as nearly as possible the 
mix as designed will be reproduced 
throughout the work on the site and give 
the strength required with a minimum of 
variation from batch to batch. This is 
mainly a question of avoiding changes in 
the proportions and the properties of the 
materials used in successive mixes and 
keeping the workability reasonably con- 
stant. 


Cement 


There is little that the user can do about 
variations in the quality of the cement 
apart from seeing that it is properly stored 
under dry conditions to prevent deteriora- 
tion. On major jobs, however, the 
variability may be reduced by obtaining 
a bulk supply from one works. 


Aggregates 


The property of the aggregates most 
likely to vary on a job is grading. It is 
preferable to obtain the aggregates from 
a single source and in separate sizes; thus,

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TAMAR SUSPENSION 
BRIDGE NEARING 
COMPLETION 


First Road Traffic To 


Cross Soon 


LTHOUGH the official opening will not 
A take place until next spring, it is 
expected that the first road traffic will cross 
the new Tamar Bridge linking Devon and 
Cornwall within the next two months. 
The protographs on this page illustrate 
the progress which has been made since 
work commenced in Aug, 1959, alongside 
Brunel’s famous railway bridge. 

The bridge stands 134ft. above high 
water, and has a central span of 1,100ft. 
and side spans of 374ft. It is of steel and 
concrete construction and will carry three 
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carriageways and two footpaths on its 33ft. 
width. 

All the towers are of reinforced concrete. 
The main towers comprise hollow squares 
2ft. thick with rounded external corners, 
tapering from base to top, and 240ft. high, 
the square being 14ft. at the base and 9ft. 
at the top. 

Nearly 4,500 miles of wire, weighing 
800 tons, have gone into the making of 
the suspension cables. These comprise 62 
separate steel wire ropes each about 
2,200ft. long and 2.37in. in diameter.

The bridge has been designed for the 
Tamar Bridge Joint Committee by Mott, 
Hay and Anderson, London, S.W.1. The 
main contractors are the Cleveland Bridge 
and Engineering Co., Ltd., Darlington. 

As reported in The Contract Journal, 
June 25, 1959, the accepted tender 
amounted to £1,346,099, the Joint Com- 
mittee’s estimate for the total scheme, in- 
cluding land acquisition and relocation of 
population and industry, being £2,570,000.

THAT UNBIASED ADVICE 


To the Editor of “The Contract Journal,” 

Sir,—I was much interested in the 
leading article in the August 17 issue of 
the Journal. 

There is no doubt of the correctness of 
your statement that local authorities are 
less inclined to use the services of private 
architects and independent consulting engi- 
neers and to my mind the reason for this 
is quite obvious. 

For many local authorities a new project 
of any reasonable size may be the only 
one of its type they will be called upon 
to undertake for a number of years and it 
is therefore a natural aspiration that they 
would wish to have the credit for any such 
works. 

I have felt for a very long time that too 
large a proportion of work is being under- 
taken by too few architects and not 
sufficient circulated among the younger 
members of the profession, which un- 
doubtedly would bring forth fresh ideas 
and give a greater measure of encourage- 
ment to the younger generation. You may 
have observed there has been some corre- 
spondence on this subject recently in “The 
Daily Telegraph.” 

Referring to your remarks on the pack- 
age deal, which, of course, is a challenge 
to the profession, this is erroneously 
claimed as being new. Over 30 years ago, 
when I was working in the contracting 
business, we were then doing package deals 
of this nature. Having had experience of 
this method of working, it is by far the 
most expensive way of carrying out any 
type of building or civil engineering work. 

There are occasions when the question 
of expense is not of primary importance 
and speed is the essence of the contract. 
For this to be effective the client must be 
quite definite at the outset as to his re- 
quirements because this is generally the 
greatest delaying factor on any project. 
It must, however, be his prerogative to 
make changes during the progress of the 
project, especially if they are ultimately

aggregate of jin. maximum size should be 
obtained in jin. to jin., jin. to ;in., and 
sin. down sizes. It is not usual to divide 
the ;%in. down material into separate sizes; 
sometimes two grades of sand are used 
and combined to obtain a particular 
grading, but this adds to the difficulty of 
site control. All-in aggregates should not 
be used in controlled work since their 
grading is too variable. The moisture 
content of the aggregates is certain to vary 
and this is dealt with below. 

The aggregates should be handled and 
stored in such a way that sources of 
variation are minimised and that new 
sources are not introduced. For example, 
aggregates will segregate if allowed to roll 
down high conical stock piles; the stock 
piles should be spread out on a hard 
surface, the different sizes should be 
separated by solid walls, and the bottom 
foot or so should be left to act as a 
drainage layer. 


Measurement of the Materials 


Strict maintenance of the mix propor- 
tions selected from the trial mixes is most 
important, but unfortunately this often 
receives insufficient attention. The only 
really accurate method is to weigh the 
materials for each batch of concrete. 

Cement should always be weighed, or 
the size of the batch of concrete should 
be chosen so that a whole number of Icwt. 
bags of cement is used in each batch. The 
use of half or part bags should not be 
allowed. 

The weights of materials for each batch, 
determined from the trial mixes, refer to 
dry aggregates but since, on the site, 
aggregates are usually wet, allowance must 
be made for the water in the aggregates 
in measuring both them and the mixing 


of economic advantage. It is here the 
professional adviser, be he architect or 
engineer, is in the better position to be 
able to meet the client’s wishes without 
him receiving enhanced claims, which is 
invariably the case in the package deal. 

You make mention of a_ contractor 
operating the package deal and producing 
outline scheme and budget estimate in 
about four weeks and a firm estimate in 
six to seven weeks. What is this for? 
Even for a road or structures of repetitive 
dimensions this would, in my opinion, be 
a near miracle, especially in view of the 
time usually involved in obtaining approvals 
from the planning and other authorities, 
which is the second biggest delaying factor 
in any large scheme. 

I smile at the claim “provided the speci- 
fication remains unaltered by the client 
there will be no variations at the end of 
the contract.” After 40 years experience 
on all types of structures, I have never yet 
been associated with a job that has not 
had the specification altered in one form 
or another. 

Let us face the fact, the most successful 
structures of any magnitude are those 
where the client has known in advance 
precisely what he requires, where he has 
employed professional advisers skilled and 
experienced in their job and where there 
has been an enlightened public authority. 

Let me also point out that the pro- 
fessional advisers job is twofold (1) to see 
that the client gets full value for his money 
and (2) to see that the contractor is paid 
fairly for the work he has undertaken. 
The fee he is paid for this service is clearly 
set forth, whereas in the package deal no 
one knows, least of all the client, the 
amount included for the design.

water; if this is not done, the mix is liable 
to be slightly richer, somewhat under- 
sanded, and much wetter and weaker than 
the intended mix. 

If the aggregates are not measured by 
weight but by volume, there is the addi- 
tional complication that allowance must be 
made for tthe “bulking” of the sand (fine 
aggregate or sand occupies a much larger 
volume when moist than it does in the 
dry state—see Digest 44, first series); 
failure to do so would impair the mix still 
further. 

To make the first batch of concrete 
accurately with wet aggregates, the water 
content of the aggregates must first be 
determined* and the batch weights 
adjusted accordingly, Table 4 shows an 
example of how the adjustment is made. 

Having made certain that the initial 
batches are made with the correct water/ 
cement ratio, the moisture content of the 
aggregates must be checked periodically, 
but it is obviously impracticable to do this 
for each batch. Provided that the quan- 
tities of cement and aggregate for each 
batch are accurately measured, and there 
is little or no change in the moisture con- 
tent of the aggregates, it is permissible to 
adjust the added water so that it gives the 
same workability (slump) as the first batch. 
If, however, the water content of the 
aggregate changes largely, e.g. by exposure 
to rain, it should be redetermined and a 
fresh adjustment made in the batch 
weights. It must be emphasised that if 
the mix proportions are not accurately 
measured, judging the added water from

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£253,000 WATER SCHEME 
Cubitts Awarded Contract 


CONTRACT valued at £253,000 has 

been awarded to Holland & Hannen 
and Cubitts (Great Britain), Ltd., by the 
East Surrey Water Company for building 
a raw water pumphouse and water treat- 
ment plant at Leatherhead. 

The output of 10 artesian springs in 
Fetcham Mill Pond, Leatherhead, some 
3m. gallons of water a day, is to be 
harnessed and fed into the Leatherhead 
water system. 

The springs will be individually boxed in 
by cofferdams, made of steel sheet piling, 
and their flow piped to the new raw water 
pumphouse, built next to the pond. 

The water will be pumped up Hawks Hil] 
to a new treatment plant which Cubitts 
will build partly into the chalk hillside 
adjacent to the water company’s existing 
Elmer Works. 

A five-span barrel vault roof, covering 
the whole treatment works, will be built 
first to allow the various treatment tanks, 
operating rooms and filters to be installed 
under cover. 

Piping the raw water from the pump. 
house to the treatment works is the only 
construction work not being carried out 
by Cubitts. This is being done by the 
water company.

the workability of the mix will produce 
large variations in strength. 


Supervision and Testing 


To obtain good control, the supervisor 
of the batching process should have a 
sound knowledge of the properties of con- 
crete and the factors influencing them. 
The aggregates should be tested periodic- 
ally to check their grading and moisture 
content and the workability of the mixes 
should be regularly checked by slump 
tests. Concrete cubes should be taken 
daily to determine the strength of the con- 
crete, and more frequently at the com- 
mencement of a contract so as to obtain 
early data on the behaviour of the mix. 
The age at which the cubes are to be tested 
is a matter for specification; normally it 
is 28 days, but action may be taken on 
7-day results. 

All mechanical plant should be main- 
tained in a clean serviceable condition and 
the accuracy of all weigh-batching equip- 
ment should be checked at least once a 
week. 

The quality of the concrete structure 
depends not only on attention to the points 
mentioned in this Digest but on good 
workmanship at all stages. The supervisor 
should therefore be able to instruct the 
concreting gang in other aspects of con- 
creting, such as cleanliness and positioning 
of the reinforcement; cleanliness and 
watertightness of the formwork; making 
construction joints; and care in the trans- 
port, thorough compaction and good curing 
of the concrete. 

The supervisor could well be a suitably 
trained concrete foreman; for example, one 
who has obtained a City and Guilds 
Certificate in Concrete Practice.

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LONDON’S NEW LANDMARK 
‘Topping Out” Ceremony on 245ft. Tower 


“TOPPING OUT” ceremony was 

held last week on the central tower 
block which is the dominating feature 
of the West End of London’s latest 
landmark, the 28-37 Cavendish Square 
development, now nearing completion 
for The Land Securities Investment 
Trust, Ltd., by Taylor Woodrow Con- 
struction, Ltd. 

This ceremony marked the culmination 
of a carefully phased development pro- 
gramme spread over the last three years. 
Constructional work 
began in August 1958 
and the whole project 
will be substantially 
completed by the 
end of this year. 

Running north to 
south through the 
centre of a 24-acre 
island site between 
Cavendish Square 
and Oxford Street, 
the tower block is 
245ft. high to parapet, 
over 331ft. above sea 
level and is one of 
London’s highest 
buildings, being on a 
level with the base 
of the Cross of St. 
Paul’s. 

This central tower 
is flanked on _ the 
Cavendish Square 
frontage by an East 
wing of 17 storeys 
and a West wing of 
seven storeys, and 
together the three 
provide some 250,000 
sq. ft. of office space. 

The three towers 
rise from a base con- 
sisting of shops, a 
large store and other 
business premises, 
many of them 
already occupied for 
over a year, in two- 
storey buildings on 
the frontages of the 
surrounding 
thoroughfares (Holles 
Street and John 
Prince’s Street in 
addition to Cavendish 
Square and Oxford 
Street).

Flexibility of Office Buildings 


The buildings are of reinforced con- 
crete construction, clad with Portland 
Stone and Blue Pearl and Creetown grey 
granite. The main central tower is capped 
by a two-storey high Portland Stone 
parapet behind which are the main plant 
and service rooms and residential accom- 
modation. 

The office areas have been so designed 
that all projecting beams are omitted, 
leaving uninterrupted ceilings and facilitat- 
ing the ultimate division of the space for 
users—a flexibility also extending to the 
arrangement of the windows and, 
internally, the arrangement of the heating 
convectors and electrical services. 

The outstanding feature is the main 
office entrance, in Cavendish Square. Two 
storeys high, this impressive hall is being 
decoratively treated with selected marbles, 
bronze screens and plateglass, and has a 
webbed and dome-shaped fibrous ceiling, 
with concealed lighting. Circular columns 
rising from the marble floor are clad in 
marble worked in 16 facets. 

Between floor and ceiling at the entrance

is a large silver bronze screen, and similar 


screens are to be situated at the entrances 
to the V.I.P. car park and to the show 
room which flank the entrance hall on 
either side. 

The curved balustrade of the balcony 
at first floor level is to be in silver bronze, 
with glass panelling. The main staircase 
walls and floor and lift lobbies are in 
marble between the basement and second 
floor levels. 

Marbles drawn upon are: Tinos, for the 
columns; Botticino, wall cladding; Serpen-

tino, for pavement to entrance hall screen: 
and the patterned floor is of Roman Stone 
and Bianco del Mare. 

Terrazzo is used for the lift lobbies, and 
staircases from second to 20th floor levels. 
Autotronic Lifts 

There are four main staircases and the 
main lift service will be provided by two 
banks, with four autotronically controlled 
lifts in each. One “express” bank (at 700ft. 
a minute) will serve floors from the eighth 
to the 19th only and the “local” bank 
at (500ft. a minute), floors to the eighth. 
Under the autotronic system, the lifts’ 
controls can work out their own pro- 
gramme for dealing with the varying flow 
of passengers, automatically concentrating 
on the floors where traffic is heaviest in 
response to the “touch button” calling 
system. 

A modern central heating system, oil- 
burning but convertible to solid fuel, and 
capable of maintaining offices at tempera- 
tures of 70 degrees if required, is to be 
sub-divided into zones, automatically con- 
trolled by thermostats to vary the heating 
output to suit prevailing weather condi- 
tions and the effects of the sun in different 
areas of the building. Heating convectors 
are encased in African walnut panelling 
and finished in Formica, with aluminium 
trim. 


Plant is housed on the windowless 2lst 
floor and part of the 20th. Another area 
of the 20th floor has been left in abeyance 
for possible residential suites and flats, and 
in a further area, caretakers’ flats are 
provided. 


Shopping Centre 


In the basement, in addition to further 
plant, there is to be mechanically- 
ventilated accommodation for nearly 200 
cars, with ramped access from Holles 
Street. Access to the service yard for one 
section of the Oxford Street shops is also 
from Holles Street, and access to the yard 
serving the remainder of the Oxford 
Street shops and other premises is in John 
Prince’s Street. 

Completing the Cavendish Square 
frontage are the premises and offices of the 
National Bank, extending into Holles 
Street, and the Phoenix public house, at 
John Prince’s Street junction. These 
buildings, the first sections of the project 
to be completed, have been occupied since 
the end of 1959, the internal fitting out 
having been the subject of separate con- 
Spey with Taylor Woodrow Construction, 

td. 

On the Oxford Street frontage, there are 
1l shops, together with the premises of 
the British Home Stores, a T-shaped area 
which has additional entrances in Holles 
Street and John Prince’s Street. The 
British Home Stores, opened earlier this 
year, has 33,000 sq. ft. of ground floor 
shopping area, and over 20,000 sq. ft. of 
Offices, staff quarters, stores and a canteen 
on the first floor. 

Two further shops in John Prince’s 
Street and one in Holles Street complete 
the original scheme, but Taylor Woodrow 
Construction began work recently on a 
separate £500,000 contract for the London 
County Council’s Barrett Street Technical 
College, to be incorporated in the Oxford 
Street frontage of this site. 

This will be a five-storey building on a 
concrete raft rising from the roofs over 
the shops and will be completed by the 
summer of 1963. (Architects, London 
County Council, Architects Department.) 


Construction Features 


A feature of construction at Cavendish 
Square has been the use of three tower 
cranes, two of which were specially modi- 
fied to extend to 300ft. 

An automatic batching plant, with two 
4yd. capacity mixers, was set up on site in 
the early stages, and the bulk of the con- 
creting was carried out in situ. 

The foundations for the two high tower 
blocks were of 7ft. thick reinforced con- 
crete, and totalled over 7,000 cu. yd. 
These were concreted at a maximum of 
650 cu. yd. in a day. 

Another feat was the continuous pouring 
for 24 hours of the 300 cu. yd. (using 
small aggregate) required for the main 
beam, 100ft. long and 124ft. wide, 
supporting the main tower block. Pouring 
started at 630 a.m. on a Friday in 
February, 1959, and continued until the 
Saturday morning, with a team of about 
50 men working throughout, in conditions 
of intermittent rain and snow. 


Bricklaying Feat 


Peak labour force was about 460. One 
of the men, Mr. Jack Good, bricklayer has 
been responsible for the laying at the rate 
of 450-500 bricks a day, of about 130,000 
Bimol bricks in the linings of the three 
boiler house flues.

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BRITISH ENGINEERS’ 
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EUROPEAN VISIT 


Meeting with Prof. Leonhardt 


‘OME 50 British engineers and 
\)J contractors returned this week 
from a nine-day visit to Switzerland, 
Germany and Holland, where they 
inspected various road and_ bridge 
developments and _ discussed traffic, 
design and construction problems with 
their Swiss, German and _ Dutch 
associates. The visit was arranged by 
the Pavings Development Group of the 
Cement and Concrete Association. 

In Switzerland the party inspected the 
experimental section of the Moriken- 
Brunegg road laid down in 1956, the 
results of which will be published next 
year, and toured concrete mountain roads 
and tunnels. They were also told of the 
plans for urban motorways in Ziirich. 

While in Germany the party witnessed 
construction work in the Freiburg area of 
the Basle-Karlsruhe motorway and the 
repair of concrete carriageways with pre- 
cast prestressed paving’ units. The 
Ludwigshafen-Mannheim road scheme and 
the Jan-Willem-Platz urban motorway pro- 
ject in Dusseldorf were inspected and in 
Duisburg construction work was seen on 
the Nord-Sud-Strasse urban motorway 
which includes the 1,860-metre Berlin 
bridge. 

In Holland various road and bridge pro- 
jects were visited and the first aqueduct 
to be constructed in that country was seen. 
Before flying home the party saw under 
construction the Haringvliet sluices and 
prestressed motorway project. This scheme 
will be described in our next issue and 
will be the forerunner of a series of articles 
on the visit to appear in The Contract 
Journal.

sign and construction matters. Prof. 
Leonhardt, who is well known in England, 
has designed many outstanding concrete 
structures in Germany and elsewhere, in- 
cluding the Stuttgart Radio Tower. 

In reply to many questions from the 
British visitors, Prof, Leonhardt revealed 
that he had designed new rubber bearings 
for very high loads and results of tests 
would be published towards the end of the 
year. 

He said competition in design had been 
responsible for the great strides made in 
structural engineering in Germany. Con- 
tractors ran large design offices and were 
encouraged to submit alternative designs 
for almost any job. Only some 30-40 per 
cent of official designs, for which contrac- 
tors had to quote as well as their own, 
were accepted. 

Contractors in Germany were given 
about six months to tender for major pro- 
jects, such as a bridge across the Rhine, 
but probably knew of the impending 
scheme a year ahead. Where tenders were 
obtained from selected contractors it was 
the rule to accept the lowest as it was 
assumed that the firm could do a good job. 
In the case of open tendering the lowest 
tender did not necessarily have to be 
accepted. 

Asked why there was more in-situ con- 
crete work rather than precast in Germany, 
Prof. Leonhardt said in-situ work was more 
economical in that country. Shuttering 
and scaffolding for instance were cheaper. 


Prestressed concrete was acutally 
cheaper than reinforced concrete and 95 
per cent. of his bridges had been con- 
structed in prestressed concrete. Only 
small bridges were constructed using re- 
inforced concrete. Professor Leonhardt 
thought prestressed concrete roads should 
have a future for they could eliminate 
cracks, joints and other difficulties but the 
concrete had to be of first-class quality. 
Curing was of the utmost importance.

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EXTENSION OF A.E.C.’s SOUTHALL FACTORY ESTATE 
£430,000 Despatch Building Completed 


a factory estate of A.E.C., Ltd., 
at Southall, Middx., has been 
increased to 1,000,000 sq. ft. with the 
recent opening of a new £430,000 
chassis despatch building. 

Erected in 11 months, the building 
comprises two bays and covers a ground 
floor area of over 50,000 sq. ft. Adjoining 
this at the rear is the paint bay, which also 
has a first floor level which, apart from 
paint storage and mixing, provides stores 
and office accommodation for the com- 
pany’s printing and stationery department. 
This level occupies nearly 13,000 sq. ft. In 
addition, a new _ boiler house, which 
supplies heat to the new building, covers 
some 2,500 sq. ft. 

The main building measures 420ft. x 
120ft. and has a total of 16 pits, each of 
which is fitted with fluorescent lighting 
and compressed air point and electrical 
plugging points. The two chassis bays are 
provided with an underfloor exhaust fume 
system to which vehicles can be connected 
by flexible couplers in order to keep the 
shop clear of exhaust fumes. 

Situated at the extreme north end of the 
building and adjacent to the main drive 
is a showroom measuring 66ft. x 30ft. The 
longer side—which faces on to Windmill 
Lane—is made entirely of glass, comprising 
three sheets of plate glass each measuring 
19ft. 6in, x lft. 6in. 

Construction of the new building, which 
stands on 256 reinforced concrete piles, 
each 40ft. deep, has involved the use of 
315 tons of structural steel. Nearly 6,000 
cu. yd. of concrete went into the main 
floor, standing apron and_ surrounding 
roads, a further 8,500 cu. ft. into ground 
beams and roof slabs, and a total of 
520,000 bricks have been used. Asbestos 
roofing sheet and patent glazed roofing 
covers areas of 29,000 sq. ft. and 18,500 
sq. ft. respectively and the entire under- 
taking has called for the excavation of 
25,500 cu. yd. of earth. 

Adjoining the new building and stand- 
ing on the perimeter apron is accommoda- 
tion for a test load gantry. In addition, a 
30-ton weighbridge is installed with its 
weighing gear inside the building. 


Factory Operation 


After road testing, chassis proceed to a 
new flow-type painting installation, provid- 
ing two lines of chassis to be painted at the 
same time. A ring main system pipes 
paint to operators’ guns direct from the 
main paint store and thereby eliminates

the necessity to halt production while 
individual spray gun reservoirs are re- 
plenished, A choice of 12 paint colours 
are provided. 

Chassis returning from road testing are 
washed and cleaned, then dried off in a 
hot-air drying tunnel. The paint finish, 
either in customer’s livery or in standard 
primer, is then applied and the chassis 
move to a further hot-air drying tunnel. 
The final operations include fitting of 
electrical accessories and tool kits and 
chassis are then ready for delivery to 
customer or bodybuilder.

new Chassis Despatch Building 
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FURTHER FALL IN PRIVATE ARCHITECTS’ 
COMMISSIONS 


10 per cent. Drop on First Quarter 


HE estimated total value of new 
commissions for private architects 
has fallen for the second quarter in 
succession. A report by the Royal 
Institute of British Architects gives the 
figures for the period April/June, 1961, 
as £253m. compared with £282m. in 
the first quarter of the year and £271m. 
in the same period a year ago. 

This represents a fall of 10 per cent. 
over the first quarter of the year and of 
seven per cent. over the second quarter 
of 1960. 

It is concluded that since tender prices 
have risen in the past year and architects 
have presumably taken some, if not full, 
account of this in their estimates of the 
value of new commissions, the actual 
volume of new building commissions com- 
pared with a year ago has probably fallen 
by 9-10 per cent. 

The report continues: The second 
quarter of the year normally shows a fall 
in relation to the first quarter and the 
current position is not a major decline; 
in 1959 and again in 1960 the second 
quarter showed a fall in relation to the 
first quarter of 17 per cent. and 25 per 
cent. respectively. Nevertheless, this is 
the first time since the middle of 1958 
that two successive quarters have shown 
a fall in the total value of new commis- 
sions; it strongly suggests that the boom 
in new commissions ended with 1960 and 
that a period of decline has now set in. 

The policies announced by the Chan- 
cellor on ‘uly 25 will of course have a 
further depressing influence on decisions to 
build, and although most offices are still 
very busy, architects must hope that it will 
be possible to encourage investment again 
before the present stock of projects is 
worked off. 


Pattern of Changes 


A table in the report shows the pattern 


of changes among the different types of 
building. Commissions for public authori- 
ties have risen to £82m., 19 per cent. above 
the figures for the first quarter of the year 





and 14 per cent. above the same period 
in 1960, and within this total commissions 
for public housing at £22m. are back to 
a high level. Commissions for private 
clients have, however, fallen sharply to a 
total of £171m., 20 per cent. less than in 
the first quarter and 14 per cent. below 
— level for the corresponding period of 
1960. 


Public Authority Commissions 


The survey results for the first quarter 
of the year showed that public authority 
commissions had fallen, compared with 
the first and last quarters of 1960, and 
private commissions, excluding housjng, 
had risen a little. Housing, which was far 
below tthe figures for the last quarter of 
1960, had pulled the total of private com- 
missions into an overall fall. The partial 
reversal of these trends in the April/June 
quarter suggests that public authorities 
were able to start all their 1960/61 pro- 
grammes well before the end of that year 
and have now made a vigorous start on 
their programmes for the next financial 
year; and that the decline in commissions 
from private owners and developers, which 
started last quarter in housing, is now 
spreading to other sectors. 

Private housing, at £48m., shows the 
lowest quarterly total since mid-1958 and 
and it now seems likely that speculative 
house-building has been sharply cut back. 
Commissions for private offices and banks 
have also fallen sharply, being now only 
a half of what they were both last quarter 
and a year ago. These are the groups in 
which most speculative building falls, 
though they include also a considerable 
amount of building for the sole occupation 
of the building owner. These reductions 
therefore suggest that plans for speculative 
property development as a whole were 
tending to decline during the second 
quarter of the year. 

Commissions for other commercial and 
miscellaneous buildings have fallen also 
but are still above the general level for 
1959 and 1960. Only private commissions 
for industrial building have held their own,

about £360,000 
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with a moderate rise over the estimate for 
the first quarter of the year, though they 
are still below the high levels which 
obtained at the end of 1959 and in the 
first half of 1960. 

A regional table shows that all regions 
except the south west have suffered a fall 
in total commissions, the sharpest reduc- 
tions, of approximately 25 per cent. below 
the first quarter’s figures, occurring in the 
Home Counties, the Midlands and Scot- 
land. Within some regions, however, the 
level is above that reached in the second 
quarter of 1960; this is most apparent in 
the north east and north west regions, 
which have increases of 23 per cent. and 
47 per cent. respectively. 

Large firms lost more ground than the 
small and medium firms during the quarter, 
Compared both with last quarter and with 
the corresponding period a year ago, the 
estimated value of new commissions for 
large firms (firms with 11 or more archi- 
tectural staff) is 15-20 per cent. less. It 
is noticeable that within this overall re- 
duction the large firms have suffered a 
more than proportionate reduction in new 
commissions for private housing. The small 
and medium firms appear to have held their 
position, small reductions over the esti- 
mated values for the first quarter of the 
year still leaving them slightly above their 
position a year ago. 

In value terms the ratio of cancelled or 
postponed work to all new commissions 
was 1:14, less than in the first quarter 
of the year when the ratio was 1:10.

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SEA TERMINAL BUILDINGS, DOUGLAS, I. of M. 
Five-phase Scheme to Avoid Summer Working 


XTENSIVE modern accommodation 

for the half million passengers pass- 

ing through Douglas each year is to be 

provided by the new pier approach and 

sea terminal buildings now being built 

there for the Isle of Man Harbour 
Board. 

Construction is in the initial stages and 
presents certain novel problems since no 
work can proceed during the summer influx 
of visitors. This leaves a working period 
of the worst seven months of the year, 
starting in October. In addition, at the 
end of each period there must be sufficient 
of the old and new buildings to cope ade- 
quately with the holiday traffic. 

The complete construction is planned *o 
take place in five phases, each phase being 
completed in one working period. Last 
winter during the first phase, new horse-car 
shelters, roundabouts and other road works 
were constructed and the main services 
laid. In the second phase a new waiting 
hall will be built, and in the remaining 
phases the main buildings and other ancil- 
lary works will be completed. 

One of the main aims of the project is 
to meet the traffic problem at the pier ap- 
proach. In the limited area available sepa- 
rate parking or waiting areas have been 
provided for the different types of vehicles, 
ie. public transport, private coaches, taxis, 
private cars and horse-cars. The archi- 
tects carried out a special study of passen- 
ger movements before finalising the layout 
so that pedestrians may move between the 
arrival or departure piers and any of the 
new buildings and transport waiting areas 
with the minimum interference with each 
other, without crossing the paths of the 
vehicular traffic, and almost entirely under 
cover. 

The terminal buildings will provide on 
four floors facilities for both travelling and 
resident visitors, together with staff and 
office accommodation for the Harbour 
Board. 

At ground level is the passenger con- 
course with shelter for passengers between 
the boats and the various transport 
facilities. There is a large waiting hall 
seating 1,620 persons, plus buffet and wait- 
ing rooms, toilet accommodation, left lug- 
gage facilities, information and booking 
offices and essential shopping facilities. 


DEMOLITION 


The first floor comprises promenade space 
with glazed sides, affording fine sea and 
land views. This floor also houses the 
Harbour Board offices and the main 
kitchen. 

The second floor is confined to a con- 
crete central core partly supporting a 
restaurant above and housing a passenger 
lift and main staircase, while on the third 
floor is a public restaurant, some 40ft. 
above the ground, accommodating 128 
passengers. This restaurant is circular in 
shape, with fully glazed sides. A concrete 
spire rises some 70ft. above the roof of 
the restaurant. 

The new buildings are all to be con- 
structed on the site of the existing ter- 
minal so that no new marine work is re- 
quired. The site consists of land reclaimed 
mostly in the latter half of the last century 
by filling with tipped shale behind masonry 
sea walls, 

The structural design has been largely 
influenced by consideration of the con- 
structional phases and makes considerable 
use of prefabrication. The single storey 
waiting hall will consist of precast con- 





crete curved rib frames at 25ft. centres 
between which will span timber joists. To 
these will be nailed direct the ceiling 
boards and woodwool slabs for the roof. 
A large proportion of this work is being 
prefabricated ready for autumn or winter 
erection. 

The two-storey part of the main build- 
ing will consist largely of precast columns 
and beams probably making use of a pro- 
prietary type of floor which itself consists 
of precast units. Only the central core of 
the building supporting the restaurant will 
be mostly of in-situ construction since, 
other than columns, it does not lend itself 
to economical precasting. 

The total cost of the complete scheme 
is expected to be about £400,000. 

Davidson Marsh and Co., Douglas, are 
the architects, working in association with 
T. H. Kennaugh. The consulting engineers 
are E. W. H. Gifford and Partners, 
Southampton. 

Rural Industries, Ltd., Douglas, were the 
contractors for the first phase, and have 
received the contract for erection of the 
waiting hall as the second phase.

CONTRACTORS LAUNCH 


APPRENTICESHIP SCHEME 


From a Correspondent 


HE National Federation of Demoli- 
tion Contractors, are this year 
marking their coming-of-age by launch- 
ing an apprenticeship scheme. The aim 
is to create a much needed nucleus of 
skilled labour and to give improvers a 
Status and greater incentive. 

At the Federation’s annual convention, 
held in Llandudno recently, it was pointed 
out that qualified demolition contractors 
first came into their own following the 
wartime bombing of many of Britain’s 
cities. They were now coming into their 
own again as a result of the efforts of 
town and country planners to concentrate 
new building developments on the sites of 
existing old buildings as a means of pre- 
serving green belts outside the boundaries 
of cities and towns. 

The president, Mr. S. B. Allison, of 
Glasgow, pointed out that demolition work 
was a highly skilled operation. Not only 
did the workers need to have an aptitude 
for heights, but they also had to have a 
knowledge of valuable materials so that 
they might be salvaged. “Such items as 


Adams’ fireplaces and intricately carved 
mahogany doors are extremely rare now- 
adays,” he said, “and it is important that 
they should not suffer damage as the 
buildings are brought down. That is why 
our workers find a minimum of something 
like £12 weekly in their pay packets.” 

At the annual banquet a toast to the 
Federation was proposed by Mr. M. W. 
Bennitt, permanent under _ secretary, 
Ministry of Works. He stressed that 
demolition contractors would have an 
important part to play in shaping the 
Britain of the future. Building land was 
becoming more and more scarce and this 
meant that the only places where expansion 
could be effected were those sites on which 
buildings already existed. Tackling demo- 
lition work willy-nilly could be an ex- 
tremely dangerous procedure and he was 
glad that in the interests of safety and good 
workmanship the Federation was launch- 
ing an apprenticeship scheme. 

In his response Mr. Allison criticised 
local authorities who, at a time when the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer was calling 
for a curb on extravagance, bought waste 


products from the coal mines and steel 
furnaces for roadmaking when there was 
ample material available at demolition 
sites. ‘We could help them and help our- 
selves by taking rubble to where it is 
needed.” 

Referring to the proposed apprenticeship 
scheme he said that while not every candi- 
date would prove suitable for demolition 
work, youngsters should be encouraged to 
undertake the proposed three years of 
practical training for at the end of it they 
would find lucrative and important posi- 
tions awaiting them. It would be more 
simple than many apprenticeship schemes 
but in many cases even more rewarding 
and there would also be opportunities for 
improvers to interest themselves in the 
executive side of the business.

Remedial Work 


Following Subsidence 


REMARKABLE scheme of sewer 

restoration has recently been com- 
pleted at Farnworth, Lancs., for the 
Borough Council, at a cost of about 
£220,000. 

On September 12, 1957, after torrential 
rains the 3ft. diameter Farnworth main 
outfall sewer in Fylde Street collapsed and 
an overlying 1l5in. diameter surface watet 
sewer was broken. The roadway gradually 
subsided to form a crater 120ft. long, 18ft. 
wide and 12ft, deep. Sixteen houses were 
so shattered that they could not be 
repaired, 99 houses were without sewerage 
facilities, 121 houses had to be evacuated 
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Fylde Street after the collapse 


and there were 337 homeless. The main 
outfall sewer downstream of the collapse 
was jammed with silt and debris for a 
distance of 175yd. 

The consulting engineers, J. D. and 
D. M. Watson, 67 Tufton Street, London, 
S.W.1, were faced with a task of unusual 
complexity. While measures were under- 
taken to rehabilitate the area, investigations 


lasting four months were made into the 
causes of the sewer collapse. Indeed, the 
history of the district, with its mining 


activities, its hidden watercourses and soil 
conditions was fully probed.

ORK has commenced on the develop-

The total area, purchased by Taylor

of 300yd. of the subsidence crater revealed 
a layer of predominantly silty material, 20ft. 
thick, overlaid by 15ft. of filling in Fylde 
Street. It was concluded that the prime 
cause of the collapse was the removal of 
support to the sewer by ground water 
movements at a point where the sewer 
crossed the Farnworth Hall Clough. 

The nature of the ground was such that 
to construct a new main sewer in Fylde 
Street without endangering the remaining 
properties was out of the question. A 
completely new sewer was constructed in 
tunnel in Hall Lane, some 300ft. from 
Fylde Street, and deep in the boulder clay 
underlying the silty material. This sewer 
has an internal diameter of 6ft. 6in., and 
is 800yd. long. 


The level of the upper surface of the 
boulder clay along the new sewer line was 
variable, and to ensure that there was 
adequate boulder clay cover above the 
tunnel at all times, it was necessary to 
construct backdrop manholes with drops 
of 12ft., 19ft. and 30ft., the latter being 
divided into two I5ft, drops. These 
relatively deep drops are achieved by twin 
vertical cast-iron drop pipes in the man- 
holes, the sewage entering by means of 
spiral vortex chambers and discharging into 
a water cushion at the foot of the drop 
pipes. 

The waterladen silty ground overlying 
the boulder clay, and the close proximity 
of houses made the sinking of one of the 
shafts impossible either by free or com- 
pressed air, and the ground surrounding 
the shaft had to be frozen for a period of 
18 weeks before excavation and shaft lining 
could be carried down into the boulder 
clay. 

The emergency clearing and remedial 
work was carried out by William Pollit and 
Co., Ltd., Pool Street, Bolton, and J. W. 
Bradley, Hall Lane, Farnworth. F. Jj. C. 
Lilley (Contractors), Ltd., 61 Meiklewood 
Road, Glasgow, S.W.1, were responsible 
for the construction of the new main sewer 
in Hall Lane.

ON the following day I told Derek 
Cooper, the site agent, about the 
incident at the farm where I was stay- 
ing.

“That's the worrying thing about 
electrical equipment,” he said. ‘“Every- 
body knows that electricity is dangerous, 
yet people still go on taking chances with 
it. What’s the reason? Ignorance or 
carelessness?” 

“A bit of each, I should say—coupled 
with over-confidence. Strangely enough, 
electricity has a pretty clean record on 
our jobs, but I’m rather inclined to put 
that down to the high quality of British 
electrical equipment. The trouble usually 
starts when people attempt to improvise, 
or else try to make a piece of equipment do 
something for which it was not designed.” 

“I agree—and what’s the cure for that?” 

“Well, you could try being a bit tough 
to begin with. Stop any monkey- 
business with the equipment and make sure 
it receives proper attention. Don’t allow 
anyone but experienced electrical fitters to 
alter or instal your temporary site services. 
And—most important of all—reduce the 
supply for portable electrical equipment, 
such as tools and hand-lamps, to a safe 
pressure.” 

“What do you call a ‘safe’ pressure,” 
Derek asked. 

“It is normally accepted that portable 
articles should operate on voltages of not 
more than 55 volts to earth. This is done 
by using a suitable transformer—that is, 
one which is robust enough to stand up to 
site use—having 110 volts secondary wind-

Again, 
hand-lamps are often used in confined 
spaces such as boilers or tanks, and in 
such cases we would reduce the voltage 
still further, usually to 25 volts or less. 

“Just now,” I went on, “I mentioned 
‘temporary services. We are accustomed 
to thinking about all site services as 
‘temporary’ ones, but in fact on many large 
jobs these services are in regular use for 
long periods of time, and it is better to 
regard them as semi-permanent rather than 
temporary—by providing robust cables and 
connections and by making sure that they 
are properly routed between the supply 
points and the appliances, so that they 
are kept well out of harm’s way. 

“But to get back to the subject of 
‘earthing,’ I suppose that is where we most 
often come to grief. There appears to be 
a widespread idea that where an appliance 
is only to be used for a short time, an 
earth is not really necessary. You and I 
know that this is absolute nonsense— 
many accidents are caused in industry 
through neglecting to provide a serviceable 
earth, and unfortunately these accidents 
are particularly prevalent on constructional 
sites.” 

Derek lit another cigarette. “I suppose 
the reason why that is not generally 
recognised is because of the higher 
frequency level of all the other kinds of 
accidents?” 

“That may be so,” I replied. “People are 
apt to be more impressed by the higher 
frequency rates of certain types of acci- 
dents, rather than by the severity rates of 
the more violent but less frequent ones. 
However, as I suggested before, accidents 
with electricity are not our biggest head- 
ache in this industry, but the threat is 
always there, and it is one we cannot afford 
to ignore. That is one good reason why 
we should always make certain that the 
earthing system is first class.” 

“That sounds reasonable enough—but 
how do we put it into practice?” 

“First of all, by connecting to earth the 
casings of all portable tools, transformers, 
and metal distribution boards—and indeed 
all metal parts of the distribution system. 
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Care 


“Well, THAT'S finished!—I reckon anybody would have to be pretty 
nippy to get over there!” 
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The earthing should be tested before the 
equipment is used, and again at intervals 
afterwards. I know you will think I am 
stretching a point here, but I strongly 
recommend the earthing of the metal 
reflectors of lamps and the shades used 
with cargo clusters. In fact, you may have 
noticed that most of our metal lighting 
fittings are earthed through a conductor 
in the supply cable. The earth connection 
itself must, of course, be sound, and this 
is really a job for the expert. There is 
only one way of finding out whether or not 
the earth is satisfactory, and that is by 
measuring the total resistance of the earth 
fault circuit—that is, the earth fault loop 
resistance.” 

Derek blinked. “Go on,” he said. “I’m 
still afloat.” 

“I don’t know any more about that,” | 
said. “I got it out of a book somewhere, 
But there is another safeguard which has 
been used successfully, and that is the 
earth leakage protection device which 
incorporates a small circuit breaker in its 
system. These appliances have to be kept 
in good order, because otherwise they are 
liable to fail at the very moment they are 
needed. There are some other earth 
proving devices available for use with the 
larger types of electrically operated plant, 
one of which automatically isolates the 
equipment if a fault occurs in any of the 
earth leads. We'll have a chat about those 
another time—meanwhile, I have some 
work to do!” 


C. AND C.A. OFFER USE OF 
ELECTRONIC COMPUTER 


In addition to its service in testing 
structural models, the Cement and Con- 
crete Association is now in a position to 
offer the use of an electronic computer. 

The Association has installed at its 
research station at Wexham Springs a 
Ferranti Sirius computer and tape editing 
equipment. The computer, which is 
capable of dealing with most of the 
calculations involved in_ engineering 
practice, will be used primarily for pro- 
cessing data for the Association’s own 
research and advisory work. When 
the machine is not occupied in _ this 
way, however, the Association will make 
it available for use by others at the 
standard hire charge of £25 per hour for 
normal work, and at reduced rates for 
research and development work on prob- 
lems concerning concrete. No restrictions 
will apply as to the type of work under- 
taken, but priority will normally be given 
to calculations involved in the use of con- 
crete. 

Arrangements can also be made for 
punching and editing tape, and for the use 
of the tape editing equipment, on a repay- 
ment basis. 

Arrangements for the use of the com- 
puter or for the model-testing service 
should be made through Mr. R. E. Rowe, 
Head of Design Research Department, 
Cement and _ Concrete Association, 
Research and Development Division, 
Wexham Springs, Framewood Road, Stoke 
Poges, near Slough, Bucks (Telephone:

MANCHESTER BLOCK 
Completion Scheduled Next Year 


7s claim to be the tallest building 
in Britain is made for the new 
Co-operative Insurance Society office 
block in Miller Street, Manchester, 
which was “topped out” at a recent 
rooftop ceremony, 


Of steel-framed construction, the tower 
block will contain some 550,000 sq. ft. of 
floor space, comprising 25 floors with a 
five-storey podium and three levels of 
basement. A contiguous reinforced con- 
crete service tower rises to the full height 
of 400ft. To construct the building a 
Jules Weitz G60 tower crane, measuring 
456ft. from base to top, is being used. 

The project also includes a separate 14- 
storey, 194ft. high office block with three 
levels of basement. This block is of 
reinforced concrete 
construction and 
contains some 
176,000 sq. ft. of 
floor space. 

Between the two 
blocks a conference 
hall to seat 1,000, 
having a sprung floor 
and acoustic control. 
is under construction. 
With the exception of 
the service tower, 
all the buildings are 
being clad with cur- 
tain walling, consist- 
ing of glazing and 
black anodised alu- 
minium panels. 

The buildings are 
to be fully _ air- 
conditioned, with 
air filtration, electro- 
static precipitation 
and humidity control. 
Engineering plant will 
also include eight 
fully automatic ex- 
press passenger lifts, 
a goods lift, and 
10 reversible escala- 
tors. A special instal- 
lation will be = an 
automatic vertical 
chain conveyor for 
the rapid distribution 
of documents and 
mail. The kitchen and 
cafeteria in the main 
block will be equipped 
on most modern lines 
to serve 2,500 meals 
over two hours. 


Work on the project began in August, 
1959, and is due for completion by the 
middle of next year. The superstructure 
and a major part of the cladding has now 
been completed and about 500 men are 
engaged upon the final phase of the con- 
tract, which includes a great variety of 
finishings.

GLOUCESTERSHIRE ROAD MAINTENANCE 


IN a report submitted recently to 
Gloucestershire County Council, 
the county surveyor, Mr. R. A. Downs, 
states that expenditure on maintenance 
and minor improvement works had 
reached about 32 per cent. of the 
approved estimate by mid-August, and 
surface dressing in all divisions was 
nearing completion. 

Work continues on the preparation of 
the contract documents for the Barnwood 
By-pass for submission to the Ministry in 
July 1962; the starting date for the contract 
has now been given by the Ministry as 
February 1963. 

Most of the improvement work on 
county roads is still in the “under £10,000” 
category, says Mr, Downs. Steady pro- 
gress is being made on a large number of 
schemes, but land acquisition problems 
continue to delay certain schemes including 
the work at Redhill to provide access to 
the Severn Bridge site for contractors’ 
traffic. 

“During the past eight months more 


than 100 direction signs, mostly of the 
advance type, have been erected to 
improve, replace and supplement the sign- 
ing of trunk and classified roads,” adds 
Mr. Downs. “ This form of signing is in 
accordance with Ministry of Transport 
requirements but is expensive and 
laborious since each sign must. be 
individually designed and manufactured. 
There is frequently delay in delivery for 
this reason, 


Many Compliments 


“While there must inevitably be some 
criticism in respect of signing in a county 
containing over 3,000 miles of roads it is 
generally thought that Gloucestershire is 
among the leading counties in this respect 
and many compliments have been received 
from members of the public and motoring 
organisations. 

“The work will be continued to absorb 
the maximum funds that can be made 
available, in fact more than 100 signs are 
in course of erection or are on order from 
manufacturers.”

MARKET 


GQ PEAKING at the half-yearly general 
meeting of the Derby and District 
Association of Building Trades Em- 
ployers, Mr. W. Leake, president of the 
Midland Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, said: 

“Foreign competitors are more inclined 
to quote firm 
prices for a con- 
tract period 
approaching two 
years than our own 
manufacturers and 
merchants. When 
we eventually 
enter the Common 
Market and tariffs 
are reduced, con- 
tractors will in- 
evitably give more 
than a _ cursory 
glance to the 
terms of suppliers 
of their member 
nations, so long as 
our manufacturers 
maintain their 
present attitude. 

“Not only does the failure of suppliers 
to price for two years mean they are not 
contributing towards a stable economy, 
it means also that they lack confidence in 
themselves as businessmen. Manufac- 
turers who cannot make a sound appraisal 
of trends in their own raw materials 
market and judge their other costs, are 
to my way of thinking incompetent. 

“Confronted, such firms will advance 
reasons why they cannot, but if we as 
contractors can say to our clients this 
building will be erected in 24 months and 
our price is £X then surely suppliers can 
do the same. 

“Both contractors, and architects when 
nominating, should ensure that they deal 
with sound businessmen. There are in 
most cases alternative sources of supply 
and these will increase when we belong to 
the Common Market.”

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MANGLA DAM WILL BE ONE OF THE LARGEST 


Contract to be Awarded Soon 


\ TORK is due to start next year on 

the construction of the Mangla 
Dam project in West Pakistan. As 
reported previously, international 
tenders have been invited and a contract 
is expected to be placed before the end 
of this year. 

The scheme is estimated to cost £130m. 
and will therefore rank as one of the 
largest civil engineering jobs ever under- 
taken. Although it cannot be claimed that 
the main dam is the highest of its type, 
or contains the greatest volume of material, 
it is nevertheless, in the work class, 
certainly amongst the largest half-dozen. 
Similarly, the power station at Mangla 
when fully developed will have one of the 
largest installed capacities for a hydro- 
electric power station. 

The project is situated near the small 
village of Mangla where the River Jhelum 
emerges from the Himalayan foothills into 
the plains of West Pakistan. The present 
canal system in this part of Pakistan has 
been developed entirely from river flow 
without reservoir storage and in conse- 
quence irrigation supplies are precarious 
to the extent that they are subject to 
seasonal and yearly variation in river flow. 

With the Mangla reservoir providing 
storage, the water available for irrigation 
in this area will be nearly doubled. An 
additional and extremely valuable side 
benefit arising from the scheme will be the 
production of hydro-electric power. 


Principal Structures 


The principal structures to be built at 
Mangla are three earth dams of maximum 
height 370ft., totalling 6} miles in length 
and requiring a total quantity of embank- 
ing material of 108m. cu. yd. The rate 
at which this embanking material is placed 
at one stage of construction will be some- 
thing like 2m. cu. yd. per month. 


The reservoir which will be created by 
these dams will be 40 miles long and 100 
square miles in area. Careful arrange- 
ments are already in hand to resettle else- 
where the 70,000 people who are at present 
living in the part of the Jhelum valley 


the Niagara Falls or over 30 times the size 
of the greatest flood ever recorded in the 
River Thames. 

During construction of the main dam the 
river will be diverted through five large 
tunnels which are to be built—each 30ft.

which will be affected by the filling of the 
reservoir. 

The spillway structure, incorporated in 
the dam to release flood water, will be 
capable of passing an exceptionally large 
flow—over Im. cu. ft. of water per second. 
This is over 10 times the normal flow over

quently be used to convey water to the 
turbines in the power station and for 
releasing irrigation water.

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INDUS BASIN PROJECT 
£5\m. Aggregates Contract 


HILE international tenders have now 
been invited for the Mangla Dam 
tthe first major water storage scheme to 
be constructed under the Indus Basin Pro- 
ject—it was announced last week that a 
£5im. contract has been placed with 
Gammon Pakistan, Ltd. 5 West Wharf 
Road, P.O. Box 4740, Karachi, and Pegson, 
Ltd., Coalville, Leicestershire, for the 
supply of about 6m. tons of crushed aggre- 
gate for link canals, barrages, etc., con- 
nected with the project. Almost £1m. of 
British equipment will be shipped to 
Pakistan for the production of the stone. 
Firms who wished to tender for the 
contract were officially invited to submit 
their applications earlier this year (The 
Contract Journal, Feb. 2). On June 8 the 
Journal published the complete list of com- 
panies in the United Kingdom, Pakistan, 
Canada, France, Germany, Austria, Italy 
and the United States who were issued 
with contract documents. 

The West Pakistan Water and Power 
Development Authority’s consultants for 
this contract are Tipton and Kalmbach, 
Inc., Denver, Colorado, U.S.A. 


RHODESIAN BUILDING PLANS 


Barclays Bank D.C.O. report that the 
value of building plans passed in Southern 
Rhodesia in June rose sharply to 
£1,588,000, the highest total since July, 
1959. The total included plans worth 
£1,161,000 passed in the Salisbury area 
and worth £379,000 in the Bulawayo area. 

The first part of the £1.3m. Tshabalala 
African Township near Bulawayo was 
recently opened.

To raise the money a new company, the 
Lundj Basin Water Board (Pvt.), Ltd., had 
been formed, with a nominal share capital 
of £25,000 subscribed in equal amounts by 
the Hippo Valley Estate, McAlpine-Concur, 
Ltd., and the Southern Rhodesia Govern- 
ment. The company would borrow the 
£1,250,000 from sources in Italy, the United 
Kingdom and Southern Rhodesia. 

The main purpose of the new dam is to 
promote agriculture in the lowveld area by 
augmenting the water supply running from 
the Kyle Dam into the Esquilingwe River, 
and more particularly to encourage the ex- 
pansion of sugar and citrus fruit produc- 
tion on the Hippo Valley Estate.

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MINERAL POWDER INSULATION 
FOR TURKISH WATER PIPES 


A FINE mineral powder, know as 

Protexulate, which is produced by 
a patented process has been used for 
the insulation and protection of buried 
chilled water and heating pipes servic- 
ing accommodation blocks attached 
to the new refinery of Anadolu 
Tasfiyehanesi Anonim Sirketi at Mersin, 
Turkey. 

The housing site was divided into two 
sections, each having its own boiler house. 
From the south boiler house, the main 
run of trench covers 2,650ft. which con- 
tains 2in. by 4in. flow and return pipes 
descending to 2in by 3in. and 2in. by 2in. 
From this main run, four entries are made 
into each of 19 blocks of flats, of 2in. by 
l4in. flow and return pipes, comprising a 
further 830ft. of trench. 

The north boiler house similarly serves 
16 apartment blocks over a total of 3,000ft. 
with an additional 430ft. for entries into 
the blocks, 

Trench cutting machines were used to 
excavate the trenches, cut to a standard 
width of 24in. on the main runs, and 18in. 
on the entry sections. The pipes were 
sited in the trench and supported at in- 
tervals of about 14ft. After installing the 
pipes, it was only necessary to pour the 
Protexulate powder into the trenches to 
give an all-round covering of 5in., and 
then back-fill with earth. No lagging or 
wrapping was given to the pipes, as this 
was not necessary with Protexulate, and 
only one coat of protective paint was pro- 
vided, 

Because Protexulate prevents any infil- 
tration of moisture, the pipes are com- 
pletely protected and, at the same time, the 
insulation requirements are met through 
the k value of 0.912 taken together with 
the Sin. surround of powder given to the 
pipes. There was no necessity to con- 
struct concrete ducts.

To avoid the usual waste of time for 
dumpers to drain-off when loaded with 
ballast from wet workings, Hoveringham 
Gravels, Ltd., Nottingham, have had modi- 
fications made to the Aveling-Barford 
SL270 134-ton dumper which they are now 
using. 

These modifications consist of holes 
drilled through the floor of the dumper 
with tubes passed through. The use of the 
tubes permits the water to drain freely 
from the material as it is being trans- 
ported from the face to the plant. The 
tubes protect the hardwood sandwich floor 
and may be made to any length or shape 
required in order to avoid water dripping 
on the dumper’s machanism. 

The mere drilling of holes would be 
unsatisfactory, the water not only affecting 
the hardwood, but also dripping on the 
linkage, axle or brake drums.

HERE electrical equipment is used in

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LIFT TRUCKS HANDLE BLOCKS FOR 
DYMCHURCH SEA WALL . 


HE special concrete facing blocks 
needed for a new length of sea wall 
being constructed at Dymchurch, Kent, 
are being cast in a yard set up by the 
contractors on the Coast Road between 
Dymchurch and Hythe. 

Of a gap-graded mix, the blocks weigh 
about 24cwt. each and measure about 
l4in. square. Casting is done by simply 
pouring directly into metal moulds each 
holding four blocks. 

This method presented the problem of 
how to handle the moulds and blocks 
after pouring, how to take the mould from 
the block after it had set, and how to 
lift, turn through 180 degrees and stack 
the blocks after hardening so that they 
were ready for laying.

Radical differences to the cost of 
running a business are forecast in a review 
of the computer industry which appears

“The tempo at which a company works 
depends on how quickly management gets 
its reports, and integrated data processing 
—which modern computers make feasible 
—cuts down the time required from weeks 
to days. 

“It is at this moment, when integration 
is planned, that the new concepts in 
Management control begin to appear. 
Systems that will throw up “exception 
reports,” enable lower stocks to be carried, 
gear production to sales, and provide sales 
analyses within hours of the last sale being 
clinched, will give managers more contro] 
over their business, and more time to make 
decisions. 

“This concept is being increasingly 
grasped, and during the next five years will 
make radical differences to both the cost 
of running a business and the way it is 
managed.”
